Kaven to Urſa; and that his cavalry, conſiſt- 
ing of thirty thouſand men, was diſtributed 
from Tykozin and Groduo to Novogradeck. Prince 


Menzikof, who commanded all theſe troops, was 
quartered in ce near. the firſt of theſe. 


towns. 
As to the army of the Coufedemmtes M La- 
lin; commanded by Siniateſti, we knew it was 
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The LITE and HISTORY of 
that it could by no means aſſiſt the Muſco- 


villes. 


The King having taken ſix hundred of his 
Horſe-Gaards.Fvith à ſmall detachment of Hielm's 
dragoons, and being attended by the Prince of 
Wurtenberg, Count Rheinſchild, and ſome other 
Generals, advanced in the evening to the bridge 
of Grodho, which is on the Niemen, to reton- 
noi tre it; and found that it was defended by 
ſome works, ſecured by cannon and a detachment 
of Ruſſian dragoons. He attacked them with 
ſuch vigour, that they turned their backs on 
the firſt ſhock, and were purſued under the 
walls of Grodno®. 

The night having put a ſtop to his Ma- 
jeſty's undertakings, he it in the 
field, thoroughly reſolved to attack the 2 
in the morning by the break of day. - 

The — day our Valoches encountered with 
a party of the enemy, -confiſting of ſeverity 
horſe, and drove them figliting to the bridge of 
'Grodne, which they ing to pats, fell into 
the King's hands, and forty of them were cut to 
pieces; the remaining thirty, with the Lieute- 
nant who commanded them, named Lenalger, | 
obtained quarter by his Majeſty's orders. 

In the niglit a great noiſe was heard in the 

town, which made us imagine, thoſe within 
were attempting a flight. In reality, the Czar, who 
thrice in twenty- four hours had had his coach 
ready at the door of the clayſter where he 
lodged, to retire in caſe of an attack, thinking 
that the whole Swedifo army was at hand, de- 


hag haſtily in the morning at the break of 
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King CHARLES XII. of Sw EDEN. 
took the road to Mina. The King of Sweden 


having ſucceſsfully paſſed the ice very early, en- 


tered the town, which the enemy had abandon- 
ed two hours before, and took poſſeſſion of it. 
After this expedition, his Majeſty ſent orders 
to the reſt of the army to haſten and join him. 
The Czar being advertiſed by ſome of thoſe 
who fled, what a ſmall number of Swedes had 
given ſuch a panick to the town, and had 
driven him to depart with ſuch precipitation, 
and that the King of Sweden was there in per- 
ſon, ſent back preſently Brigadier Mublenfeld 
with three chown horſe, to retake the tow n, 


and bring off that Prince. They arrived in 


the night, and Inflantly eas; the bridge 
with much fury; but the guard, which was a- 
Wake, ſuſtained the 1 efforts of the e- 
nemy with ſuch valour, that it gave time to the 
Picket to advance, and the reſt of the troops 


to draw together, to the repulſe of the enemy, 


who was at laſt diſperſed, put to flight, and 
purſued for ſome time, 


We. had but one man killed, and one wound- 
ed in this encounter; whereas | the los of the 


enemy was conſiderable : beſides which, the 
Valoches ho purſued them at the break of day, 
returned with many priſoners. + 

The Prince of Wurtenberg and Count 


Rheinſchild narrowly eſcaped being taken by the 
enemy, in the beginning of the action; their 
courage in the darkneſs of the night having 


carried them into the middle of the Muſcovites, 
from whence however: they very ſuccebstully diſ- 
engaged themſelves. 


AsroBrigadier Mublenfeld, having been accuſed 


of ill conduct in this attack, he was put under ar- 
reſt at his return; :butehe. had. the * 
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fave himſelf, as we ſhall afterwards relate. Fhis 
ſame day ſeveral regiments arrived at Grodno. 
Tho” the enemy had fo waſted this country that 
the army ſuffered extremely for want of provi- 
fion and forage, the King, who was en 

with the deſire of an engagement, reſolved to 
purſue them, till he could overtake and force 
them to fight. | 

The army then continued their march in 
ſeveral columns ; that of the King, compoſed 
of a few regiments only, led the van, firſt 
turning towards Wilna, which they afterwards 
left eight leagues wide of them to go to Minſe. 
They were again obliged to change this rout 
for want of proviſion, that whole country hav- 
ing been ravaged and laid waſte; ſo they 
marehed to Smorgonia, in the following rout. 

The King decamped the thirtieth of January 
from Erodno, and proceeded four leagues to 
| Kulbaki ;, the next day he marched to Bronofze, 
five leagues and a half, where he halted one 
day. Thence he encamped at Libnitzy, three 
leagues and a half, whence he advanced four 
leagues further to Dubotniki, where he halted 

ain. 

On the fourth of February, he decamped from 
Zuborniki, and came to Oſſianni, five leagues ; 
here he reſted- two days. On the feventh he 
encamped at Swidlani, and the eighth at Smor- 
gonia, which is a little town of Lithuania, in 
the Palatinate of Vilna, remarkable for teach- 
ing Bears to dance. Here his Majeſty fixed his 
head quarters, and ſtay*d ſome time. 

The reſt of the Army paſt through KoHowitz, 
(two leagues), Millowixna (four leagues), Stud- 
zin (three leagues), Lebioda (three leagues), Bi- 
allaruda (three leagues), and came to *

which is half a league from a little town called 
Sobotniti; where ſome of the enemy ſurprized a 
detachment of the Pere of Hielm, of which 
they killed three, took two priſoners, and ſet fire 
to a chamber where ſeveral ſick were burnt. The 
army paſſed afterwards through Trabi (two 
leagues), Binani (four leagues), Swidlani (four 
leagues and a half) and at lengrh, on the twenty- 
fourth, ſtopped at Danuſchewo (half a league), 
and half a league from Smorgonia. 

Our Valoches, who marched in the front, 
kept always at the heels of the enemy, and 
rugs in this rout ſeveral advantages; hin- 

ering them at the ſame time, as much as 

ible, from commuting the moſt horrible 
Foe in burning and 12 all the houſes, 
lands and villages, as they had done before, 

A body AF Tha ur and fifty Valoches 
of our troops ſurprized on the eleventh near 
Olfianni, a Polar Party of two hundred horſe, 
the greater part of whom they cut in pieces; 


they took two Captains with fifty dragoons pri- 


ſoners, and one hundred and fifty horſes. On the 
twelfth, the Staroſt Criſpin arrived at Smorgo- 


nia with thirty companies of the Lithuanian 


army under Wiſniowiſti, after having given 
chace to the wee, ever ſince their departure 
from the frontiers of Samogitia, and taken on the 
road two parties de by General Ronne to 
burn the country, the one conſiſting of twenty, 
the other of thitty horſe. 

The Czar, after his retreat from Grodno, Was 
retired to Wilna; in the neighbourhood of 
which all his court and army were aſſembled. 
This Prince had ſent orders to the Knez 
Repnin and to General Baver, who were in 
Polefia and Volbinia, B the ſouthern borders 
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The LIFE and HISTORY of 
of Lithuania, to retire from Minſt towards 
Polocſt, in order to be ready to join thoſe 
troops, which lying near Riga ſhould likewiſe 
retire towards the fame place; pulling down all 
the bridges behind them, which would certainly 
cut off all Courland and thoſe bodies under 
Count Lowenbaupt and Wiſniowiſki, which 
had been in a manner incloſed ; and cut off all 
retreat from the Muſcovite camps about Tyko- 
zin, which being abandoned by them, were 
now poſſeſſed by the Heyduques of King, 
Stanislaus. | 
During the retreat of the Ruſſians, the Pea- 
ſants and the lower Nobility of Lithuania made 
a conſiderable booty, on all fides, of the effects 
which the enemy left behind them ; but _ 
was a poor reparation for the damages they 
ſuffered. the Czar having given orders to fack 
the whole country. He now took the road 
of the Dnieper, with an intention to mtrench 
himſelf on the banks of that river, between 
Mohilow and Ourſa, whence he might have an 
aſſured retreat to My{flaw, and above all to 
Smolenſto. INS | 
The Coſſacks and Calmucks executed the 
Czar*s orders with all the barbarity imaginable, 
in fuch fort, that notwithſtanding all the care 
which his Majeſty took to the contrary, be- 
tween Wilna, Minſt and Berezina, nothing but 
ſmoke and flames were to be ſeen on all fides. 
The thirteenth, a detachment of Nuſſian 
troops attempting to give fire to the little 
town of Zebeſciowa, which is fix leagues from 
Smorgonia, were prevented by our Valoches, 
who ſurprized them and cut them in pieces to 
the number of above three hundred men.

they had waited the arrival of the reſt of their 
| y and of the Lithuanians, who were but 

one league off at the time of the action. Men- 

2ikof and Oginſti were 10 . followed by 
the Staroſt Criſpin who commanded that party, 
to which two hundred Swediſb dragoons under 
the command of Colonel Trautfetter were 
joined, that they were often on the very point of 
being ſurprized in their beds, which were not 
cold when they fell into the poſſeſſion of their 
purſuers. | | 

All the Swediſb army with the artillery being 
arrived, on the fourteenth, in the neighbourhood 
of Smorgonia, the regiments were cantoned 
at large in the province, that they might retreſh 
themſelves after their fatiguing march, and 
with hopes to provide the more commodiouſſy 
for their ſubſiſtence. 20504 FEE; 
This Hope ſoon vaniſhed at the news which 
the Commanders ſent his Majeſty. Their com- 

laints were not only of want of forage, but of 

e and other victuals; and above all, of 
beer, which would adminiſter the chief refreſh- 
ment to the ſoldiers, who had almoſt periſhed 
with thirſt as well as fatigue. 

True it is, that we received ſome ſupplies 
from Pruſſia, particularly from the town of Ko- 
nig ſberg, whence ſeveral merchants ran the 
hazard to bring us food and other refreſhments ; 
for which they were largely paid: but this ſut- 
ficed not for an whole army, ſo that if we had 
not applied ourſelves with as much induſtry ' as 
we did ſome years before in Lithuania, to diſ- 
cover thoſe magazines which the Peaſants had 
hidden under ground, and which 'we did with 
great difficulty, we had all run the riſque of pe- 


1ſhing with hunger. 
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The Czar having quitted Wilna retreated 
towards the Dnieper, intending to poſt himſelf, 
at Mohilow. Lieutenant Colonel Dalheim, 
who with a detachment of cavalry had pe- 
netrated as far as Minſt, whence the Ruſſians on his 
appearance had fled full ſpeed, confirmed this 
report; adding, that the enemy gave out that 
they intended to draw a line along the other 
fide of the Dnieper, (otherwiſe called the Bo- 
riſthenes) in order to diſpute the paſſage with 
us. 
During this continual retreat of the enemy, 
ſome Gentlemen, with the Peaſants whom they 
had drawn together and armed, carried off from 
Prince Menzikof three waggons full of ſilver 
coin, which was conducting to Konig/berg, and 
was apparently the remainder of the laſt cam- 
paign, plundered from the poor Poloneſe through 
the whole Kingdom, to whom this Ruſſian 
Prince was a true blood-ſucker, 

While theſe matters were in agitation, Briga- 
gadier Mublenfeld, who had eſcaped out of 
priſon, came to his Majeſty at Smorgonia, and 
informed him exactly of the Czar's deſigns, of 
the ſtate of the Ryfhian army, and the rout they 
held. This information engaged his Majeſty 
to extend his army in the beginning of March, 
as far as the town of Vilna; which, on account 
of its obſtinate attachment to the Ryan party, 
was obliged to deliver in one week thirty thou- 
ſand pound of bread, thirty thouſand pound 
of meat, two hundred tons of beer, two hun- 
dred pots of brandy, with a large quantity of 
other victuals. PO GO 

At this time the differences which had ſubſiſt- 
ed between the Houſes of Wiſnowiſki and Sa-

for their Sovereign; humbly asking his protec- 
tion and pardon for all their paſt faults. At 
the ſame time General Smigelſti, who was poſted 
at” Zakrozin with his troops, arrived at King 
Staniflaus's quarters. ; | 


Whilſt this Prince with his Column followed 


the King of Sweden's army, the affairs of Po- 
land had put on different faces, according as the 
different parties in the Palatinate gained or loſt 
the aſcendence, Siniatuſti, Palatine of Belſ, 
whom King Auguſtus had made Great General of 
the Crown, and who, ſince his abdication was al- 
ways attached to the Czar, and had much con- 
tributed to the ſupport of the lalt confederacy of 
Lublin, had great part of the army of the crown 
ſtrongly attached to his perſon: This Lord, I 
ſay, notwithſtanding all the pains taken by 
Mr. de Bonac, the French Ambaſſador, who was 
pn at Warſovia, to reconcile him and engage 
im in the intereſts of the new King of Poland, 
ſtood firm, and would not even hear of this 
Prince, nor make him any ſubmiſſion, eſpecially 
ſince he had left the frontiers of Poland to ad- 
vance into Lithuania with the King of Sweden. 
ST Siniatuſti 
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The LITE and HISTORY of 
Siniawſti having at length aſſembled all his 


troops at Wiodowa, marched with them towards 


Leopol, in the Palatinate of Ruſſia, in order to 
execute the decrees of that city, concerning the 
payment of the Confederate Army. He wrote 
at the ſame time to the Primate of that party, 
that he was retired from Poland into Sileffa, with 
deſign to return and aſſemble a General Diet of the 
Confederate Eſtates, obſerving to him that he had 
already diſpatched circular letters requiring to 
know the ſentiments of the Senators and Nobility 
on that matter; that he had exhorted them to 
quit King Staniſſaus, and enter into the ſtrongeſt 
meaſures with the Czar to unite againſt the Se- 
diſh forces, by which they might be in a ſtate 
to come to a new election. | 

This General publiſhed at the fame time a 
manifeſto, forbidding any reſpect to the orders 
of the Palatine of Kiovia, whom he declared 
a rebel, together with all other the adherents 
of King Staniſlaus. By all theſe declarations, 
ſupported by a round ſum of money which the 
Czar ſent him, and with the Coſſacks of Ma- 
zeppea, who advanced from the Ukraine to join 
him, he extremely ſtrengthned his party, and 
weakned that of King Staniflaus, whom he 
made to fear a general revolution, if he did 
not inſtantly return to Poland to conjure down 
the ſtorm. ot |

To conſerve the trees which the Bees faſten on, 
and defend them againſt the Bears, who very 
dililgently ſearch after them, to devour the 
honey, which they will climb. to the very top 
for, the inhabitants place round the trees, and 
under the ſwarms, certain pointed ſtakes © 
which they fix in planks, and thus prevent theſe 
animals from approaching the trees, Here is 
abundance of game, and fowls, the former of 
which give agreeable ſport to the huntſman.

this cauſed heavy murmurs and a great diſcon- 
tent throughout his kingdom; nothing was 
heard of but revolts, and ſcarce was one quieted 
before a freſh ſedition aroſe from another _ 
er. 

Beſides all theſe conſiderations, which encou- 
raged his Swediſh Majeſty to enter Ryffia, the 
advices which they had ſome time fince receiv*d 
from Mazeppa General of the Coſſack Ruſſians, 
were a powerful motive of that firm reſolution 
which this Prince took to execute the project he 


had formed. 


Mazeppa, who had for a long time had great 
reaſon to com of the Czar, was then on 
the frontiers of Volbinia, with a body of twenty 


five thouſand Coſſacks, with which he 1 
that he would join Siniauſti, at the ſame time 


that he carried on a correſpondence by Letters 


with King Staniſſaus, the purport of which was 
to prevail on the King

raiſed fifty one thouſand crowns of that city, 
twenty thouſand of the og of Slucz, and a 
proportionable ſum of the othe 
bo contributed towards defraying the war againſt 
the Czar. The principal care was to get toge- 
ther all the proviſion that was poſſible for the 
ſubſiſtence of the army during the march we 
were going to make, and our Commiſſaries 
to that effect made ſome journeys to Grodno, 
Samagitia and Podlacbia, to procure it from 
all parts, | 

As ſoon then as the regiments were provided 
for three months with every thing neceſſary for 
their ſubſiſtance, in a country laid intirely waſte, 


the army was put in motion the firſt of June, 


and marched towards Loboiſt. 


His Majeſty had reviewed his traps before 


he ſet out, and was entirely taken up during his 
ſtay at KRadgſtiowice, in teaching them a new 
ſort. of exerciſe, going on this account from 
_ regiment to another, to jnſtruct and form 

em. | 

On June the ſixth the King of Sweden de- 
camped, marching towards Berezina, where our 
van- guard arrived that ſame day. The regi- 
ments marched cloſer together by reaſon of the 
neighbourhood of the enemy. That evening 


King Staniſlaus took leave of his Swediſb Ma- 


jeſty, being on his return into Poland, to bring 
the Confederates to reaſon by the aſſiſtance 
of the Swediſb and Lithuanian troops, to which 
the Crown Army was to be joined. 

We marched three leagues that day to Y 
nitz, where we paſſed the night and the next 
day. The artillery followed in our rear at the 
diſtance only of two leagues. On the eighth, 
the King continued his march through Grogeck

who was much alarmed at this accident, and 
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to Minſk, being in haſte to arrive at Berezina, 
vwhither the greater part of the army had 
marched the evening before. The ninth, we 
came to Smigelwicze, whence we paſt the next 
day by Ibumain to Furgewiza. On the fifteenth 


Ve arrived at the river of Berezina, near the 


town of Bereza-Saphieſka. 

The King at his arrival here, took with him 
his foot and ſome of the horſe, and at- 
tended by the Prince of - Wurtenberg, ad- 
vanced to reconnoitre the diſpoſitions of the 
enemy. Elis Majeſty perceived that the oppoſite 
bank of che river was much covered with hedges 
and buſhes, and defended by near two thou- 
ſand Muſcovites, beſides a great number of 
Don Coſſacks, who kept themſelves con- 
cealed. 93 
The King preſently ordered his foot to ad- 
vance and fire on them, in order to diſperſe them; 
but as the river is not wide in this part, the 
Coſſacks returned the fire ſo well, that the balls 
whiſtled round the King on all ſides. 

The Prince of Wurtenberg fearing what might 
happen to his Majeſty's 3 Perſon, Who 
would not retire and remained thoroughly ex- 
poſed, took with him two officers, and advanced 
with them on horſeback ſome paces nearer the 
river, to divert at leaſt their aim from the 
King. The enemy at that inſtant fired three 
ſhot at theſe three perſons, two of them paſſed 
by without doing any miſchief, but the third 
ſhot the Prince through the left thigh. To 
prevent the enemy*s rejoicing, he conceal- 
ed his wound ſome time, telling it only to 
the two officers who were with bim; he ſtill 
kept his ſeat, and went ſlowly to find the King, 


cauſed 
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cauſed the Prince to be carried to a little Greek 
chappel which was hard by, where they ſtopt

The youth of the Prince, joined with his 
good habit of body, ſoon reſtored him to a 
capacity of mounting his horſe z till which time 
he was carried in his bed by twenty four muſ- 
— who were relieved from time to time 

uring the march, and to whom the King, who 
took an extraordinary care of the Prince, or- 
dered a crown a day to be paid per man. 

_ His Majeſty, to give a diverſion to the enemy; 
had detached General Sparr with four regi- 
ments towards Boriſſow, on the Berezina, where 
Lieutenant-General Goltæ was poſted, as we have 
faid, with eight thouſand, or according to others 
twelve thouſand men, to diſpute the paſſage, 
being perſuaded that the King would attempt 
it there. But while Sparr was advancing 
on that quarter, his Majeſty, who was arriyed, 
as we have juſt now mentioned, at Bereza-Saphi- 
eſta, ordered Colonel Gy/lenkrok the next day 
after his arrival, to paſs the river at the head of 
two hundred men. The Colonel had no ſooner 
poſted himſelf on the other ſide, than the Ru/- 
fians and Coſſacks fled full ſpeed towards Mo- 
hilow. The King then cauſed two bridges to 
be thrown acroſs for the paſſage of the army, 
which arrived a few days afterwards on the 
other ſide of the river. 

The King in the mean time led the van, and 
uſed the utmoſt diligence to cut off Gener 
Goltz. This Prince was followed only L.

General Goltz being timely informed by 
thoſe who fled, of the King's march, retreated 
inſtantly from Boriſſow towards Mohilow. At 
the ſame time, Prince Menzikof who had left 
detachments of twelve, fifteen, and eighteen 
thouſand men, at certain diſtances, to ſtop 
us if poſſible, not thinking we could ſo ſoon 
paſs the Bereza, by reaſon of the continual 

which were on the road, had no ſooner. 
heard this news than he ordered General flug, 
who guarded the paſſage of Odrucſto, to re- 
treat haſtily, after having demoliſhed all the 
bridges to hinder our purſuit. 

Notwithſtanding all theſe difficulties, the King 
advanced through a great wood full of moraſſes, 
and very difficult to paſs, and where we could 
march but a few leagues in a day, the bridges 
being all deſtroyed. We were obliged to paſs 
ten nights together in the open field, where we 
were even glad to find ſome place fit to encamp 
upon; at the end of which time we arrived 
near Bialiemſia, where his Majeſty hoped to 
ſurprize a body of twelve thouſand men, who 
were there poſted ; but they very prudently re- 
tired on the firſt advice of our approach, having 
firſt-cut down the woods, broke upthe roads, and 
deſtroyed all the bridges and houſes behind them. 

The reſt of the army followed in the ſame rout, 


paſſing through Bialiemſia, which ſtands eleven 


leagues from Bereza, where they ſurprized two 


Fes whom the Knez Repnin had ſent as ſpies, 


and who were preſently hanged. His Majeſty 
advanced from Bialiemſia towards Holowſzin, 


where he gave the enemy battle, an exact de- 
ſcription of which is contained in the following 
relation. | , A

A perfe Relation of what happened at the 
battle of Holowſzin, the fourth of July, 


1708, between the troops of his Swediſh 


Majeſty, and thoſe of the Czar of Muſcovy, 
written by the Author of theſe Memoirs. 


That we may omit nothing conducive to a 
erfect underſtanding of the double encounter 


tween the Infantry on each fide, and the Ca- 


2k 


valry on each fide, which were fought diſtinctly : f 


one from the other; I will begin with the ſitua- 
tion of the town of Holowſzin, which is in the 


middle of a wood, on the bank of the little 


river of Babiecz, which running through part 
of Eithuania, mixes with the Drulſch, with 


which it diſcharges itſelf into the Dnieper. This 


town is five leagues from Mobilom, and thirty 
five from Minſt. The River Babiecz is almoſt 
every where bordered by very marſhy meadows, 
which render its banks almoſt impracticable to 
be approached, ſo that the horſe could not act, 
at leaſt without the aſſiſtance of faſcines and 
bridges of communication. 

His Swediſb Majeſty arrived near the town of 
Holowſzin, the thirtieth of Fune, where he 
found a ſtrong party of the enemy*s dragoons; 
but as the front of his army was compoſed only 
of ſome companies of his foot guards, he was 
not able to repulſe them. The dragoons re- 
treating ſlowly, (the river and three bridges, of 
which they poſſeſſed the two laſt, being be- 
tween themſelves and us) fortified themſelves 
with a little entrenchment, extended equal with 


the extremities of theſe three bridges, which were 
ſeparated from each other by three arms of the 


cz The 


nver, | 
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The ſame day arrived the rſt of the regi- 


ment of Foot-Guards, the King's Drabans, 


the regiments of Horſe and Dragcon-Guards, 
with that of Dabl-Carlia, and our artillery, who 
encamped on an elevated piece of ground near 
the town. The enemy poſted about two thou- 
fand dragoons, on a hill directly oppoſite to us, 
and fired ſeveral harmleſs ſnots from their ſmall 
field-pieces. In the evening, they gave a ſig- 
nal by the diſcharge of a cannon, to ſound and 
beat a retreat in their camp. 
The next day, being the firſt of Fuly, the 
enemy's cannon began fo play before day, and 
continued to do fo till the evening; their ſhot 


Vas very ſmall, and did as little execution as the 


day before. We did nothing that day, waiting 
the arrival of the reſt of our troops. The regi- 
ments of Foot of Sperling, (Oftrogoths) thoſe of 
Horſe of Roſenſtierna, ( Oftrogoths ) and of 
Dabldorff, (Smolanders ) arrived the ſame day. 
The ſecond, the enemy began to work at 
a grand entrenchment lined with chevaux de 


fri, which reached the length of a great wood, 


purſuing all along the courſe of the river, and 
extended a Poliſb * and a half, or a 
good Swediſh league, from their right wing to 
their left, bein g the whole extent of their en- 
trenchment. Towards the evening, their 
horſe were relieved by a body of their foot, 
after haying been poſted three days without 
forage, without 5 bit, and without ſtir- 
ring. 

The fame day the Generals Allort and Rep. 
nin arrived with eight thouſand Foot, and 
we learnt from ſome deſerters and prifoners 
that the enemy's army was commanded by 
Velt - - Marſhal Goltz, and who had * 
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his command tne Generals Allart, Repnin, 
Ronn, Renfil, Heinſki, T/chambre, Gallowin, 
Von Sweden, &c. &c. Nothing paſſed this 
day except the enemy's diſcharge of eight 
pounders, which did us no manner of hurt. 

On the third of Fuly, the enemy compleated 
their entrenchment, which they fortified with 
fix different batteries, and thirty thouſand men, 
choſe out of their beſt troops, which were again 
reinforced. by the arrival of Alexander Men- 
zikof, Generaliſſimo, Czeremetof Velt-Marſhal, 
and the Prince of Heſſe-Darmſtadt. © 

The ſame day eight hundred of their Coſſacks 
and Calmucks threw themſelves over the river, 
and fell openly on our Valoches ; but after hay- 


ing killed their Captain Uchanowitz, and a Cor- 


net, they were repulſed, and forced to return 
the ſame way they came, In this action ſeveral 
. were killed, wounded, and taken prifoners on 
both ſides. | 

Towards the evening, Baron Axel Sparr, 
General of foot, arrived with his regiment of 
. Weſmanland in our camp, and was followed 
by nine other regiments who marched a little 
behind, but near enough to be brought up in 
caſe of need. | | 
In the beginning of the evening, Col. Bunau 


_ _ ordered the artillery to be drawn towards the 


village of Starachella, half a league from the 
camp, and placed twenty pieces of cannon and 
two patereros, on a riſing ground oppoſite to 
the enemy's entrenchments, and fix other pieces 


g of cannon below the river to the left, to diſturb 


the enemy's communication, and to hinder any 
-  ſaccours to be brought to their left wing from 
their right, N 
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As Mr. Bunau could not make this motiorr 
with his artillery ſo ſecretly but that the enemy 
muſt perceive it, they gave a great alarm, and 


8 a ſignal for every one to ſtand to his 


The fourth of July, being the laſt day of the 
week according, to our ftile, Mr. Bunau gave 
the enemy a ſalutation at half an hour after twa 
in the morning with his twenty pieces of cannon: 
and two Patereros, which ſerenade* he conti- 
nued till half an hour after five. 

During this time the King, after having drawn 
up his troops, ruſhed into the river, wading up to 
his breaſt, holding by his right hand Colonel. 
Siegroth, and by his (cf Charles Albrecht Adler- 
His Majeſty was 
inſtantly followed by four regiments of foot, 
namely, the Guards, Dabl-Carlers, Uplanders, 
and Weſtmanlanders, commanded by their Colo- 
nels Poſs, Siegroth, Fritſki, and Sparr. 

At the ſame time the Drabans, four ſe

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Count James Sperling paſſed afterwards with 
his regiment of Oſtrogoth foot, as well as the 
reſt of the horſe ; and as Sperling perceived two 
ſquadrons of the right wing of the enemy to aim 
at attacking the left flank of his regiment, he 
made them wheel half round to the left, and 
then gave them ſuch a home ſalute with a gene- 
ral diſcharge, that they abandoned their purpoſe 
with the utmoſt haſte. After this vigorous 
action, the regiment recovered their ground, 
and marched fiercely on without any farther 
interruption, as well as the reſt of the troops 
that followed, but which could not however 
come up to the charge, for the Defile was very 
difficult to paſs, and the foremoſt troops charged 
the. enemy ſo vigorouſly, that they were obliged 
to precipitate their retreat. 

is Majeſty being always on horſe-back, put 
himſelf about half an hour after four at the head 


of the Foot-Guards, the Dabl- Carlois, and the 


Uplanders; who advanced fiercely, with their 
arms ſhouldered,. towards the right front of 
the enemy*s left wing, commanded hy General 
Repnin; during which, the Veſtmanlanders and 


the Oftrogoths had orders to march more to 


the left, to cut off any ſuccour from the reſt of 


the enemy. Theſe, who had already ſuffered 


much from our artillery during two hours, 
and who ſaw themſelves void of any cover- 
ing on their right, (their cavalry acting neither 
to the right or left) at the approach of our 
men in this opening, which was about two 
hundred paces, that they might not be at- 
tacked in the front, and likewiſe in the rear, 
reſolved to go forth from their entrenchment 
with their foot, which conſiſted of eighteen bat- 
talions on that fide, before we came up to them. 


They 
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They then attempted to paſs on the back of 
their entrenchment, defiling below us on two 
bridges, the one facing the other, and by the aſſiſ- 
tance of which they hoped to paſs over a very mo- 
raſſy ground. In this manner they ſeparated their 
infantry from their cavalry, which latter ſtood very 
quiet along their entrenchment, till our men coming 
up with them, attacked and put them to flight. 
When the battle was in this ſituation, the 
King gave ſpurs to his horſe, and preſſed for- 
ward with his infantry to attack theirs; but 
notwithſtanding all the diligence of theſe regi- 
ments, who were animated to ſuch a degree 
that they ran towards the enemy, their foot 
gained a thick wood, which offered itſelf 
very favourably to their retreat. Into this they 
threw themſelves with great expedition, poſting 
themſelves very near the outſide; the trees, 
which ſtood very cloſe and were very buſhy, 
ſerved them for palliſado's of defence, and in- 
ſtead of an entrenchment. 
_ Here the enemy. began to fire on us, who 
ſtood all expoſed on the open field; and they 
ceafed not to charge and — their pieces 
till half an hour paſt ſix, when they had no 
more powder or ball left. During all this time 
the King went from one battalion to another, 


always conveying himſelf where the fire was the 


briſkeſt 5 animating his troops with his hand, 
his ſword, and his voice; ordering them above 
all things, inſtead of firing, to-uſe their pikes, 
their bayonets and their ſwords, till at laſt our 
brave muſqueteers, thoroughly reſolved to con- 
go or die, having forced their enemies to turn 
heir backs and penetrated into the wood, re- 
mained intirely victorious by the general flight 
of the enemy; who, throwing down their arms, 
| 2 abandoned 
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abandoned the field of battle and the wood, 
leaving all to the mercy of the conquerors, who 
now beat a retreat, to cauſe our troops who pur- 
ſued the enemy too hotly, to return and draw 
2 in rank and file, according to his Majeſty's 
Ge | 

The King was well ſerved by Major-General 
Sparr, and by all his brave officers and ſoldiers, 
who, in reality, performed wonders at this vio- 
lent attack; where, notwithſtanding the rain, 
the fire of the enemy was very terrible. 


| His Majeſty had always by his ſide the Prince 


of Wurtenberg, General Poniatowſki and Colo- 
nel Wangerſbeim, who never quitted the ſacred 
| on + our Hero; tho? the Prince was hard- 
recovered of a wound he had received near 

e river Berezina almoſt three weeks before. 
Let us take a ſhort ſurvey of the cavalry who 
had advanced a league beyond the attack of 
the Foot; and where his Majeſty came, af- 
ter the whole was over. We had very credible 
informations, that his Excellency Count 
Rheinſchild, ſeeing the difficulty he found 
to make our regiments of horſe defile and ad- 
yance through the river Babiecz, and that on 


the other ſide, his Majeſty was briſkly 2 


with the enemy's foot, took inſtantly the King's 
Drabans and four ſquadrons of his own regi- 
ment of body-dragoons, who had paſſed 

river firſt, and charged ſo ſtoutly with theſe 
Swedes the whole bodies of the enemies horſe 
and f the left wing, amounting to 


ns o 

eleven thouſand men, forming one hundred and 
thirty ſquadrons, and commanded by Goltz, 
that he had no time to recollect himſelf, nor to 
ſend for ſuccour to that body of Foot which the 
Knez Repnin, as we have ſaid, commanded. 


| Our 
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Our victorious ſquadrons advanced with ſo 
much force and impetuoſity, that the Horſe- 
guards and the two ſquadrons of Dablaorff 
had all the difficulty in the world to follow 
in order, to ſupport them at all events: ſo 
that in this action the five firſt ſquadrons, and 
eſpecially the Drabans, who were all the time 
ſurrounded by the enemies, ſuffered and loſt 
much the moſt; and ſo did the regiment of 
guards among the infantry. 

Amongſt thoſe of note who were killed on 
our fide, we may reckon Major-General 
Wrangle, Captain-Lieutenant of the Prabans, 
and Quarter-Maſter Wattrang, of the ſame 
corps; Meſſieurs Horn, Palpitzki, Palmback, 
Barkmann and Damm ; the Adjutant-General 
Claes Hierta, Jobn Ankerbieln Captain of the 
guards, Count Wachtmeiſter, and others. 

Amongſt the wounded, were Count Poſs Co- 
lonel of guards, his Major Stiernhook, and eight 
Captains, of which number was Baron Gyllen- 
ftierna, to whom his Majeſty vouchſafed the 
honour of his horſe, whence he diſmounted in 
order to mount this officer, who was carned 
out of the battle to have the many wounds 
dreſſed which he received at the attack of the 
wood. The Lieutenant-Colonels U. If fparr and 
Wrangle, the firſt of Dahl-Carlia, and the ſe- 
cond of Veſmanlanders; the Majors Ornftedt 
and Griefhach of the dragoon-guards, and 
Dahl-Carlia, were alſo wounded, with thirty-ſix 
Drabans and forty-five officers of the 
We loſt in all but two hundred an 
five common ſoldiers, and had twelve when 
and nineteen wounded, 


As 
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As to the Ruſſians, we learnt from the pri- 
foners that they had near three thouſand of- 
ficers and ſoldiers killed, among which were 
the Generals T/chambre, Gallowin, and You 
Sweden ; and that their right wing, which was 
entirely cut off fromthe left, had retreated atthree 
in the afternoon under the command of Sche- 
remetof, Ronn and Renſel, without firing a 
Piece, and marched towards the town of 
Scblowa on the Dnieper, where their army re- 
aſſembled in a body, in order to retire beyond 
Mobhilow. 


We took twelve pieces of braſs-cannon, all 


their ammunition and baggage, two pair of 
kettle-drams, and ſome colours ; moſt of which 
were 'taken by the regiment of guards, which 
acted wonders. | 

| His Majeſty, having ordered the enemy's ca- 
valry to be purſued for ſome time, who ſome- 
times turned about in their flight firing at an 
hundred paces or a greater diſtance, and after- 
wards flying with the utmoſt ſpeed to fave 
themſelves, now recalled thofe that were in 
the purſuit, and encamped this and the fol- 


lowing nights in the enemy*s intrenchments; 


where we returned thanks to God for the vic- 
tory which he had granted us. | 
Thus ended this day fo glorious both to the 
arms and perſon of his Majeſty, whoſe valour 
ſupported by the courage and bravery of his 
troops, gave the Ruſſians to underſtand, with 
what ill judgment they had compared their 
forces to ours ®, |

jeſty on the ſeventh of July decamped, facing 
towards Mohilow on the Dnieper, where he ar- 
rived the ninth, after having paſſed ſix leagues 
of very bad road, which gave the enemy time 
to place the Dnieper between them and us; who 
demoliſhing all the bridges behind them, march- 
ed towards Smolenſto. „„ 
The current report being, that his Majeſty 
intended to penetrate into Ruſſia on the ſide of 
Smolenſto, the Czar cauſed his armies to ravage 
all that part of the country, that we might be 


unable to follow them. All our troops being 
now arrived by diverſe routs, were ſo poſted, 


that the moſt diſtant were not above a league 
from Mobilow ; under which town his Majeſty 
encamped with moſt of his regiments. 

The King on. his arrival at Mob:ilow, imme- 


diately ordered two bridges to be built for the 
paſſage of the nieper; the readineſs with which 


they were finiſhed, gave room to believe that we 
ſhould purſue the enemy. But as the troops 
were extremely faint and fatigued, not Wy by 
their violent marches, but alſo for want of _ 
and above all by that continual rain which had 
fallen every day during fix weeks, and had been 
followed by very cold nights ; and as we found 
ſome ſubſiſtence in Mobilo and the neighbour- 
ing places, his Majeſty reſolved to reſt here 
ſome weeks for the refreſhing his troops (a- 


mongſt which there were many ſick) and like- 


wiſe to give the wounded time for their cure. 


Nothing 
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Nothing remarkable paſſed during our ſtay 
at Mohilow, unleſs the diſturbances which were 
frequently given us by the Calmucks ; who, 


ſometimes fwam acroſs the river, and carried 


off our horſes out of their paſtures. 

We found at Mobhilow ſeveral notes ſcatered 
abroad, by which great recompence was pro- 
miſed to ſuch Swedes as would deſert. Theſe 
promiſes however made no impreſſion on our 
troops, who deſpiſed ſuch devices, We had 
here an opportunity of renewing an epi- 
ſtolary correſpondence with our friends, which 
had been interrupted for ſome time ; and here 
his Majeſty gave orders that a great part of 
the 8 of the Chancery ſhould be ſent to 


Stoctboim. 


As to King Staniſlaus, he had bent his courſe 
towards Grodno by very ſlow marches, not more 
than two or three | a day, deſigning to 
reach the camp of the Lithuanian army near 
Brieſowa. At Fs ſeveral deputies of the 
Palatinates came to offer him their ſubmiſſion, 

This Prince proceeded to Pruſſia, and on the 
fifth of July arrived at Elbing, and the eighth 
at Marienbourg, where the Queen of Poland 
his ſpouſe came to meet him. The town of 
Dantzick ſent four Deputies to him with their 
compliments, He reſolved to wait for the con- 
junction of the Stediſb regiments to act againſt 
Siniawſti,who with his body of troops, after hav- 
ing encamped ſome weeks at Niſto, had march- 
ed to Lublin, and Breſzia-Cujawſki, to join 
thoſe Lithuanian malecontents who were under 


the command of Pocici. 


On the other hand Count Lowenhaupt 
prepared to join his Majeſty with his body 
of the army, aſſembled in Livonia and 

Conrland, 
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Courland, and bring with him proviſion and 
ammunition for us for three months; but this 
General marched very ſlowly, on account of the 


great number of loaded waggons which he brought 


with him, and as he was always haraſſed. in his 
mareh by General Baver. His Majeſty therefore 
perceiving, that all was conſumed in this coun- 
try, and that his people could not wait the ar- 
rival of Count Lowenhaupt without periſhing 
with hunger, after having gathered together all 
the remaining proviſions for the regiments, 

reſolved to paſs the Dnieper to meet this Ge- 
neral, to whom he ſent orders to endeavour the 
ſame conjunction. 

On the fifth of Auguſt his Majeſty paſſed the 
river over a bridge, followed by the regiment 
of guards and ſome other foot regiments, and 
leaving the road to Horkz or Gori to the left, 
encamped at half a league from Mobzlow, 

The Calmucks, who were concealed in the 
woods, only obſerved our motions this firſt day, 
and e- ee here and there. to carry off a 
little pillage. The two following days the ret 
of the army continued to paſs the Dnieper, ard 
then broke down the bridge. 

The eighth, the army marched to 8 
(chree quarters of a league) ſituated on this ſide 
of a little riyer called Refta. On the ninth we 
celebrated a day of ſolemn faſt and prayer. 
che tenth we proceeded ſome leagues to- 
wards Stolki, where our advanced were 
poſted within a league and a half of the ene- 
my. Here we halted four days, .during which 
the Calmucks often e to haraſs us; 
but they did little more harm, than the carry- 
ing off a few. nk and ſervants. 


- 
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The ſeventeenth, his Majeſty decamped from 
Stolks, - and came to Vi/okr, (two leagues)" on 
the little river Pronia. The enemy continued 
ſtill to abandon all thoſe towns which might 
have made ſome reſiſtance, burning, deſtroying, 
and ſacking all; fo that we found on all ſides 
nothing but the moſt ſad ruins, and the country 
a moſt horrible deſart. This occaſioned great 
ſcarcity among the ſoldiers, who were compelled to 
make uſe of all manner of means for their ſub- 
ſiſtencez cutting the corn themſelves wheh they 
found any, afterwatds thraſhing, grinding it in 
hand-mills, baking and eating it directly, which 
required a good deal of time and labour. | 

This evening his Majeſty was adviſed, that 
a large body of Rxftan dragoons was but a 
teague's diſtance, that General Goltz with the 
reſt of the cavalry was poſted three leagues be- 
yond,” and that General Mand was matched 
towards the Ukrain with ſeven regiments, whilſt 
the Czar himſelf was poſted with his infantry 


at Mrieilaw, whence he afterwards returned 
towards Soſſa. | | | 


The niekt day being the eighteenth, the Va- 
loches returned with twelve priſoners and a Ma- 
jor, named Du Caille, who had-commanded a 


party of an hundred and ſixty Muſcovite dra- 
"goons, the greater part of which were cut to 


ieces. We learnt from the Major, and the 
Orders in writing which were found upon him, 
that the enemy intended to throw-a bridge over 


the Soſa, near the town of Czerrikows, in order 
to pals the river. | | 


The nineteenth, the army advanced only twa 


leagues to Drakowka, and the next day encamp- 


ed at Labonowa, a league and a half; whence 
they proceeded one league on the twenty-firit

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co Cg ite, and enenmped at a little diſtance 
from the town. Near this town, which was fi 
tuarctl on this lde of the Sofſa; Geneful Naum was 


juſt arrived with fifteen thouſand Rayſhaws in or- 


der to paſs the river thefe, over hien he had 
thrown three Roating bridges; when Our Vale- 
ches, having come up with his Rear-gward con-

enemy to flight, with great ſlaughter. 
| General Nom left behind him at this paſs, 
a great number both of men and horſcs, which, 
by reaſon of the fatigues which they had under- 
gone in all cher marches, were not in a condi- 
tiom to follow him. The greateſt part of his 
| baggage was likewiſe loſt, and the Peaſants of 
the neighbouring countries had five hundred ef 
his waggons to their ſfiare; the Valoches took 
eighteen, with a quantity uf tents; k number of 


horfes ant camels. Some coaches full of the 


wives uf German Officers fell likewiſt into their 
hands, but after having plundered the coaches, 
they let the Ladies go,

On this rout we ſurprized a detachment 
of - Goltz's army, which we never ceaſed 
purſuing ; and killed thirty men and took 
ſeven priſoners. 

The fame day a column of our army, com- 
poſed of a regiment of Artillery, two regiments 
of horſe of Scania, and à regiment of foot of 
Sudermanland, met on their way a brigade of the 
enemy conſiſting of eight thouſand men. Colo- 
nel'Ornfted: had no ſooner perceived the ene- 
my than he advanced inftantly with two ſqua- 
drons of his regiment of 'South-Scania, and at- 
racked the Rear of that brigade with ſo much 
valour, that after having killed about fifty men, 
he drove the reſt home to the main body of 
their troops. 

The enemy being 5 poſted near a defile, 
which they fortified with ſome field-pieces, they 
made a feint of intending to hazard a battle; 
but as ſoon as our Colonel, who was abſolu 
obliged to pats through the defile, and who had 
put his men in a poſture of attack, advanced to

zees as ſoon as 4 was cleared up. The 
buſineſs being at an end, our regiments return- 
ed quietly into their camp. 7 
We loſt many brave officers on this e bn 
Mr. Roſenſtierna, Colonel of Oftrogoth horſe, 
was · killed at the firſt attack, with many other 
officers, Count Jaſper Sperling, and Colonel 
Buchwald were dangerouſly wounded.” Colonel 
Arfwidſon, and Lieutenant-Colonel Ulffparr, 
were flightly hurt. We had at "moſt two 
hundred and ſiety-one ſoldiers Killed, and ſeven 
hundred and fifty wounded: | 
The enemy by their own eonſecfich had 
fix hundred men killed, without reckonif 
the wounded, which were more” than a tho 
fand. Amonęſt their officers of note who fell 
on the ſpot, were Prince  Dolgoruk?, Colonel 
Campen, Major Wogekowſki, and ſome others.

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On the third of September, having firſt bu- 
ried the dead, the King decamped; and as ſoon 
as he had paſſed Nappa, or Czarnapata, he en- 
camped at a quarter of a league from thence, at 
a Place called Walowniks. 

The ſame-day Count Rhernſchild Velt-Mar- 
ſhal, accompanicd with many Generals, went to 
reconnoitre the Czar's camp; but he found that

The Czar who had kept his beſt troops 
with him, knowing that General Lowenhaupt 


had not yet joined the King's army, and that 


this General was in full march to paſs the 
Duieper, reſolved to go and attack him, and 


to cut off his march towards Soſa, which 


Lowenhaupt had orders to paſs at Propoiſk, 
or elſewhere if he found it more convenient.

Aſter Count Lowenbaupt had naked orders 
to paſs with his army through Propoiſt and 
Starodub, in order to go and join his Majeſty, he 
paſſed the Dnieper the twenty firſt and twenty 
third of September near Sklow; over a bridge 
of boats, though the Czar who. lay with his 
army near Horki, Drebben and Romanow, ten 
leagues from Sklow, might have eaſily diſputed 
the paſſage; . 

The firſt day this general purſued his march 
— any ene * the enemy; _ 
on the next ſome of their troops appeared, an 
on the twenty fifth about two —— dra- 
goons approached to attack our rear- guard, 
which conſiſted of three hundred horſe; and as 
many foot; but as ſoon as our rear- guard faced 
0 I. III. E about 
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about to receive them, they durſt not attack us, 
but retired in haſte. 5 

On the twenty ſixth the army arrived near 
Bieliza, which is a very difficult and dangerous 
paſs. Here the enemy appeared in great 
numbers. General Lowenbaupt gave orders to 
place the baggage in the front, where it pro- 
ceeded with a number of troops to guard it, 
and he . himſelf at the head of the 
regiments. The ſame order was obſerved on 
the twenty ſeventh. | 

As we were now informed that all the enemy's 
cavalry was at hand, the Count de Lowenbaupt 
preſently ranged his own on two lines, and 
placed his foot in the rear in a valley where 
they were hid from the enemy : when the bat- 
tle was begun, theſe were to enter at ſome 


openings which the horſe leave between 


the ſquadrons. This diſpoſition diſconcerted 
the enemy, who were ranged in order of bat- 
tle, and did not expect this motion. General 
Lowenhaupt, who inſtantly perceived the order 
in which they ſtood, went to the right, and 
Major-General Stackelberg to the left, and 
marched at the ſame time with the two lines. to 
attack the enemy, who turned their backs and 
ran away full ſpeed. We followed them halt 
a league without being able to overtake them ; 
but Lieutenant-Colonel Zoge, who was in our 
front with ſome ſquadrons, and who briſkly 
purſued their rear- guard, had the good fortune

We learnt from the ei ther the horſe 
we had purfued was commanded by Menzikof

Lowenhaupt reſolve to purſue his way, which he 
did, with a thouſand difficulties, on account of the 
continual defiles, and the deep and almoſt un- 
paſſable moraſſes, which very much retarded his 


march, and occaſioned the General to give orders 


to his troops to lie this night on their arms in 
the open field, to be ready on any accident. 

The enemy haſtened their march to that des 
gree, that on the twenty eighth in the morning 
they began a freſh attack on our rear-guard, 
which received them ſo briſkly, not only by 
the fire of their ſmall arms, but likewiſe from 
their cannon, . (having placed two pieces be- 
hind a defile, through which their march 
lay), that they could make no impreſſion, and 
were at laſt obliged to let us follow our 
march; and though the enemy afterwards tried 
at different places, eſpecially on a bridge 
which our men had laid over a little river, to 
attack us with all their force, they were never- 
theleſs every where repulſed with great valour, 
though they had already received their cannon, 
- "rang the Czar was come up with all the 
oor. | ä 6 

After we had placed the baggage in a ſafe 


ſituation, the horſe marched firſt, and then the 


foot, drawing towards Lieſna, where we ar- 
ed at four in the evening, and encamped here 

on a narrow ſpot of ground. The General 
immediately ordered the troops which formed 
the van-guard, to ſet about repairing the 
bridges over the moraſs, which was near. our 
camp, and to repair the roads through a 
wood, where the enemy had thrown down & 
great quantity of trees, that he might open and 


1 


render the rout to Propoiſt more commodious 
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As we were appriſed, while we were taking 
theſe meaſures, that ſome of the enemy's troops 
had already poſted themſelves at Propoiſt, and 
that ſome other detachments were paſling by us, 
General Lowenbaupt thought proper, on the 
twenty ninth at break of day, to detach Quar- 
ter-Maſter-General Braſt with ſeven hundred 
horſe and foot drawn out of different regiments, 
together with the regiment of foot of Abo- 
Lebn, and the dragoons of Carelia and 
Schreiterfelt. Theſe troops had orders to ad- 
vance in the front, and were followed by half 
the baggage, and that detachment which was 
to guard it, Next marched the regiment of 
horſe of Abo-Lebn, the dragoons of Colonel 
Skog, and Colonel Leyon with the battalion of 
Nyland, who were followed by the other half 
of the baggage. The reſt of the army remained 
on the borders of the wood, to watch the mo- 
tions of the enemy, and prevent their attacking 
the baggage. 

The enemy had found means to defile and 
draw up all their forces in order of battle in 
the wood, which, not being very thick, afforded 
room enough for their troops. They came out 
upon us all at once, without our expecting them, 
and began their attack about eleven o'clock. 

Our General after viſiting the ground, 
and viewing the ſituation of the field of bat- 
tle, drew up his foot facing the wood, and 
being himſelf diſmounted at the head of his 

- own regiment of foot, and the battalions of Hel- 
 fingois and Abo-Lebn, he led them on, ordering 
the other regiments to ſecond him; as like- 
wiſe all the troops which were on this ſide 
the paſs near the baggage to join him. When 
they were at about mulquet-ſhot ——_ 
IN om 
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from the enemy, the General mounted and 


rode towards the horſe, who at the ſame 


time with the foot attacked the enemy with 


ſuch fury and ſucceſs, that they were forth- 


with compelled to give ground, and were at 
laſt driven out of the wood where we took 
four pieces of cannon. | | 
So happy a beginning extremely animated 
the troops, and made them hope for a ſpeedy 
defeat of i enemy. But as they were infinitely 
our ſuperiours in number, and were every mo- 
ment bringing up freſh troops againſt us, it 
happened by miſtake, and through the fault of 
an officer, that the Swedes,who were already ma- 
ſters of the wood, inſtead of being ſeconded 
according to the General's orders, were led back 
during his abſence over the plain towards thoſe 
other regiments who were advancing to ſupport 
them. This not only occaſioned ſome confuſion, 
but gave the enemy, who were reinforced by freſh 
troops, an opportunity to repoſſeſs themſelves o 
the wood, and to point their cannon, fl 
Count Lowenbaupt, in deſpair at this miſtake, 
had now no other courſe left him- hut to 
advance his artillery, which ſtruck ſuch a ter- 
ror into the Ryfſians, that they retired, and did 
not dare to make uſe of their advantage. Colo- 
nel Wrangle was afterwards: ordered to attack 
the enemy's freſh body with all the regiments 
of foot that were preſent, in order to drive them 
out of the wood. On our attempt to penetrate 
into the wood, the Mu/tovites came forth on 


the plain, forming themſelves into four lines 


of foot, which were ranged behind one another, 
We attacked them with ſuch fury, that having 
ſtaggered the firſt line, we drove them back on 
the ſecond, which puſned back the others: 
= E 3 being 
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being thus driven into the wood, where they met 
with a ſupport of freſh troops; and having ad- 
vantage of the trees and the buſhes, it was im- 
poſſible for our foot, notwithſtanding all the 
efforts they made, to puſh them farther. 

Whilſt our foot were performing wonders, 
our horſe overthrew the enemy's ſquadrons as 
often as they advanced to the charge, and often 
puſhed them as far as the wood, where they 
were always ſupported by their foot, without 
whoſe aſſiſtance they would have come vey ill 


off. 
This battle laſted 8 noon till night, 1 in which 


the enemy was always driven back into the woods 
with great loſs as often as they came forth, not- 
withſtanding the freſh. troops which they brought 
up againſt us, and which were continually re- 
lieved. There were three principal actions, 
the foot N time ranged in four 

orſe which formed the two 
wings in five or ſix, whilſt we had only a ſingle 
line to oppoſe them with, the reſt of our troops 
having as is already ſaid gone forward with the 
baggage. This line moreover was not long 


enough to prevent the enemy's flanking it, which 


did not fail to happen during the three actions, 
in which ſix thouſand Swedes ſuſtained from 
the beginning a moſt. dreadful fire, from an 
army five times at leaſt their ſuperiours in num- 


ber, reckoning only the Muſcovites. 


In the firſt action, when the enemy's ; 


attempted to follow the Swedifp regiments which 


were drawn back, as we have ſaid, out of the 
wood into the plain, without the knowledge of 
che General and contrary to his orders, our horſe 
fell on them ſword in hand, and routed them 


> pans . 
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they fled with precipitation into the wood. The 
enemy's horſe being advanced behind to ſup- 


_ the foot, had the ſame fate, and were driven 


ck with like force a great way among the 

trees, without giving them time to recover their 

a N till they were at laſt ſupported by their 
OOt 


In the ſecond action, the Scediſb foot, as we 
have ſeen, not only overthrew the four lines of 
foot-on the plain, but purſued them a' great 
way within the wood; where the enemy bring- 
ing up freſn troops, and making uſe of 
their cannon, obliged our regiments to retreat, 
which they did however in good. order. Our 
_ horſe at the ſame time e thoſe of the 
enemy with equal ſucceſs; though ſome of our 
ſquadrons being advanced too far into the wood, 
ſuffered a little from the enemy's fot. 

At the third general ſhock, the enemy made 
their laſt and greateſt efforts, leading on freſh 
troops juſt arrived to attack our ſix thouſand 
Swedes, who quite ſpent with fatigue, and be- 
ing ſo much their inferiours in number, could 
not hinder them from making themſelves ma- 
ſters of the paſs towards Propoiſt; but when our 
regiments. which had marched in the front, 
and were already advanced a league and a half, 
having ee orders to turn back to our 


aſſiſtance, had returned and joined us; we at- 


tacked the enemy all together with ſo much 
valour, that they were put to flight, and loſt 

on this occaſion ſeventeen Standards, and two 
pair of Kettle- Drums, which we took in the 
rout. At the ſame time our cannons, which were 
charged with muſquet - balls made ſuch terrible 
havock, eſpecially on a regiment which was 
cloathed in green, and advanced beyond the 
1 | E 4 | Others, 
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others, that the ground was covered over with 
dead bodies, very few eſcaping; 

After this battle, the General having drawn 
up his army, ſtood on the field till very late at 
night, to ſee if the enemy bad any farther de- 
ſign of attacking him; but they were too-much- 
diſmayed by the laſt action, ſeeing that all their 
efforts which had coſt them ſo many lives had 
been ' fruitleſs ; for they were forced to aban- 
dori the field of battle: they began there- 
fore to retreat, firſt with the left wing of their 
army, and afterwards with all their foot, pene- 
trating farther into the wood where they Kind- 
led ſeveral fires. 

This retreat of the enemy cauſed a ue 
in General Lowenbaupt, who thought not proper. 
to attack them again on this ſpot, to continue 
his march; hoping to find on his rout a more 
advantageous ground in caſe that the enemy 
had a deſire to follow him, and to give him 
battle à ſecond time. So after having ſtood 
ſome hours in order of battle, he cauſed Veſpers 
to be ſaid quietly, and then gave orders to the 
regiments to defile one after another into the 
road. This was all executed in good: order ; 
nor did the enemy, who was drawn up in 
battalia hard by, and ſaw all that was ee. 
dare to moleſt us in the leaſt degree. 

Ass ſeveral waggons had run foul of each dene 
during the darkneſs of the night, by whieh 
they ſtopt up the 2 and hindred the march 
of one part of the artillery which had ſerved 
in the battle and could not come on, the Ge- 
neral ordered the cannons to be ſink in the 
bogs, that the march might not be retarded. 


Near Propoiſt our regiments joined the greateſt 
pare of the baggage al: Was. ſent before

but as the enemy had reduced this little town 


to aſhes, and as we could not find any wood 
to build a bridge, and the enemy's troops be- 
gan to appear facing us, the General took a 


reſolution to turn on one ſide; and reflecting on 
the difficulty of dragging along with him a vaſt 
quantity of baggage, with which he was to 
paſs three rivers, and woods of twenty leagues 
in length, where the enemy might always ſtop 


him by every moment harraſſing and retarding 


his march, he ordered the beſt part of the bag- 


gage, and ſuch as could conveniently be catried 


on, to be preſerved, and the reſt with all the 
waggons to be deſtroyed. . This was executed: 
directly, and the General having diſtributed 


the baggage horſes among the foot, continued 
his journey. 


It was impoſſible on this occaſion to hinder. 


ſeveral of the ſoldiers and ſervants from intoxi- 
cating themſelves with wine, brandy, and other 


liquors, which occaſioned them to lie behind, and 


for the moſt fall into the hands of the Coſ- 
facks; and I believe, one might ſafely ſay, that 
theſe were almoſt the only priſoners made by 
the enemy during the whole march. 

Before 'we had quitted Propoiſt, an alarm 


was ſpread of the enemy's approach. The Ge- 


neral inſtantly ordered ſome regiments to face 
about, which ranged themſelves in order of 
battle near the town on a little plain; but when. 
he ſaw that they were only : a Coſſacks, he 
ordered his men to defile through the wood, 
all along the fide of the river, with hopes to. 
find an eaſy place to paſs the Saſſa, which 
he did near the village of Clætuſua, four leagues 
from Propoiſk, where five hundred horſe: ſwam 
over eaſily the ſame night, 
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The next day being the firſt of October, the 
reſt of the troops ſwam over likewiſe; and 


now the whole army having paſſed the river, 


the General purſued his march very commo- 
diouſly through thoſe great woods, and paſſed 
the rivers of Bieſez and Ipocs without any op- 
poſition ;, and being at laſt arrived in the great 


ron of Severia, he reſted his troo 


troops. 

As ſoon as General Lowenhaupt decamped 
on the tenth, to join his Majeſty, General 
Von Worden attacked us with . thouſand 
horſe; but was ſo well received that he re- 
tired in confuſion, after having loft upwards. 
of four hundred men, who were killed on the 

After this rencounter, the General ar- 
rived the ſame. evening at Turtotva, Where he 
found a Swediſh party arrived there before him, 


and on the — he joined the King at Ru- 


kowa, which was the Head-Quarters. 

The loſs, of the enemy in the above-men- 
tioned battle was conſiderable, Schultz, the 
N Adjutant-General, who was taken 
priſoner ſome time afterwards, confeſs'd, that it 
amounted to upwards of ſix thouſand men, who 
were killed on the ſpot ; without reckoning the 


wounded, which were a much greater number. 


Menzikaff*s. bngade, conſiſting of ſax regiments, 
was almoſt entirely deſtroyed: ;.. as were the re- 
giments of the Czar's guards of -Preobra/in/- 
# and Semenaſſti, which ſuffered terribly. 
Amongſt the perſons of note, the Prince of 
Heſſe-Darmſtadt, General Naver, and a great 
number of officers were wounded, and the firſt 
died of his wounds. We had near three 
thouſand men killed, with 8 officers of 
diſtinction...

Count Lowenhaupt performed on this occaſion, 


whatever was in the power of valour or con- 


duct, expoſing himſelf in all places where 
the fire was moſt violent, He received two 
wounds, which did not however prevent him 
from ſtaying in the battle till it was over. 

It is certainly a truth, that our troops never 
fought with more bravery and firmneſs, not- 
withſtanding the extraordinary inequality of 
numbers, than on this day; fix thouland men 
having ſuſtained the whole efforts of more than 
thirty thouſand, without ſtaggering or loſing 
one foot of ground, from noon till night: 
and tho? the field of battle was marſhy, and alſo 
very cloſe and ſtreight ; and that during the 
fight itſelf, the wind drove both hail and ſnow into 
the eyes of our ſoldiers, they defended them- 
ſelves, notwithſtanding all theſe diſadvantages, 
like lions till the night : ſo 'that we muſt have 
obtained a compleat victory, if we had had 
more room to > in, and if the General could 


have departed from the King's orders, and in- 


ſtead of following his Majeſty, as his inſtruc- 
tions were, through woods and grievous defiles, 
where it was eaſy for the enemy to cut us off 
and haraſs us every minute, could have waited 
for them and attacked them with all his for- 
ces on an advantagious ground in an open 
field. All thoſe, who were preſent at this bloody 
battle, thought they coll never ſufficiently 
admire how | gloriouſly our troops delivered 
themſelves out of ſuch difficult ſtraits *, |

* Mazeppa very dexterouſly employed a Li- 
vonian, a ſubject of the King of Swedey, 
who having been made a pruoner at the be- 
ginning of the war, had been tranſported 
into this country, where he had ſince lived 
with his family. This man was ſent ſecretly, 
accompanied by one of his relations, with 
neceſſary inſtructions to inſinuate Mazeppa's 
intentions to the King. Theſe arrived when 


his Majeſty was at Panaroſta, and were pre- 


ſently diſpatched according to their wiſhes. 
« But whether Menzikof had any intelli: 
gence of Mazeppa's deſign, or whether he 
only doubted it, Moniarotoſti, ſoon per- 
ceived that he had no good inclination, 
either to him or to his uncle; and being 
warned at the ſame time to keep on his 
guard, he reſolved to ſet out without taking 
leave. At his return Mazeppa pretended to 
be very much diſpleaſed at the young man's 
conduct, and complained thereof to a Mu/- 
covite Colonel, who was always about him 
by the Czar's 'orders, to watch his actions;

It was hoped that the King's Manifeſto dated 
in the end of November O. S. written in the 


Latin language, and diſperſed among all the 


Coſſacks, would convince them of the upright- 
neſs of his Majeſty's intentions, who came but 
to deliver them from the yoke under which 
they groaned; but notwithſtanding the ſtrongeſt 


aſſurances which were given them of protecting 


and re-eſtabliſhing them in their rights, and to 
do them no manner of miſchief provided they 
would remain quietly at home; all this ſeemed 
to make no great impreſſion on the body of 


the nation, whom the Czar by kis Proclamations, 
and the new Great General, had found the 


means of gaining; ſo that we were at conti- 


nual blows with the inhabitants, which extremely 


troubled old Mazeppa, eſpecialy when he was 
informed of the yielding up of Bialacerkiaw, 
where his loſs was very conſiderable.

Many died of the exceſſive rigour of the 


cold, and a great number loſt the uſe of their 
limbs, as their feet and hands ; fo that the town 
was filled with ſick perſons, and all the houſes 
reſembled hoſpitals, which afforded a hor- 
nble ſpectacle. The King himſelf was not free 
from the terrible effects of this rigorous ſeaſon, 


being affected with a ſwelling in his noſe, which 


he preſently cured by rubbing it with ſhow, 
the only method to prevent any numbneſs, _ 
But if our troops ſuffered ſo much from the 
exceſſiye rigour of the winter, thoſe of the 
Czar, which were continually in motion, ſuffered 
no leſs. We heard from all parts, that ſickneſs 
raged in all their garriſons and quarters; and 
as they were obliged to be always on their 
guard, on account of his Majeſty's continual 
marches, which left them not one moment in 
8 3 this perpetual agitation, together with 
the ſeyere cold, carried off abundance of their 
people: they had however the adyantage of re-

The ſame day five regiments entered Romnei, 
where the Drabans, the Court and the Chancery 
were; namely, Sparr's, Buchwald's, and Cron- 
man's foot, Cruus's horſe, and Taud's dragoons, 
to replace the troops which his Majeſty had taken 
with him. My 

Major-General Meyerfeld had had a very ſmart 
action in his march from Lochvica, to join the 
King, with Wolkonſki who commanded the 
garriſon of Mirogorod, who ſallied out with ſeve- 
ral of his troops, which were beaten and re- 
pulſed with loſe Meyerfeld in this march had 
the misfortune to. break his leg by the fall of 
his horſe, but it was afterwards very well cured. 

As the King was not pleaſed at the neigh- 
bourhood of the enemy, and as he burat with 
1 to attack them, he reſolved to ſeck 
and purſue them till they would ſtand their 
ground. Having therefore left all his baggage 
and ſick at Hadiacz, with ſome regiments to 
guard them, and having ſent for the Court

The twenty-ſeventh the King paſſed by Wie- 


prek in purſuit of Ronn, leaving the 7 . 
of horſe of South-Scania, under Ornſtedt, and 
the foot regiment of Oſtrogoibs, under James 
Sperling, behind him to watch this paultry 
town; to theſe were afterwards joined the dra- 
goons of Meyerfeld and Albedybl. On the other 


hand, Count Faſper Sperling, with his regiment 


of Weſtrogoths, advanced towards Kamien, and 
oſted himſelf at half a league's diſtance, where 
he diſlodged an advanced guard of the enemy, 
The King proceeded ſome leaguesto a village 
named Pleſzinicz, when the cold was fo piercing, 
that it became abſolutely impoſſible to continue 
the march, _ This obliged his Majeſty to keep 
his Chriſtmas there with the regiments which he 
had with him, and which ſuffered much from 
the cold. in theſe quarters. 
Count James Sperling, by the King's order, 
ſummoned the Commandant of Wieprek to 
ſurrender the place; but he refuſing, Sperling 
acquainted his Majeſty, who changing his quar- 
ters, turned towards Czinkow, where he placed 
Rank. in his front with his regiment of foot. y 
Czjnkow is a little town fortified in that 
country manner, with paliſadoes, and a little 
bulwark lined with 2 moat, A great number 
of Peaſants had thrown themſelves into it, Pre- 
tending to remain neuters, and admit neither 
Swedes nor Ruſſiant. While Rank was march- 
ing, Colonel Taub, who had been detached with

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1708. five hundred horſe from the ſide of Kamien, ar- 
wi rived and byrnt the ſuburbs, | 
The King followed Rank, and paſſed again 
by Miepret; he now left there the fegiment of 
foot of Upland, with four pieces of cannon ; and 
after having paſſed by the ſide of a great wood, 
he arrived in the evening at Czintow. He 
found the gates ſhut, and the inhabitants with a 
great number of Peaſants on the ramparts, 
they were all drunk with ſtrong waters, made a 
great noiſe, and appeared much elated. Adju- 
tant-General Gyllenkla ſet fire to ſome houſes in 
the ſuburbs, | 5 
The thirty-firft, Gy/lenkla received orders to 
ſummon the tawn, declaring to thoſe who 
were in the town that he would give them but 
an hour to ſurrender themſelves ; they demanded 
à longer time which wasrefuſed them. The King 
at the fame time having drawn up a battalion 
of Calmar, adyanced to the gates, and fat down 
on the Cheuaux de friſe, till the capitulation 
was ſigned. It was ſoon concluded, and be- 
fore the hour was expired, the populace being 
intimidated, ſurrendered at diſcretion and opened 
1 tes, which the battalion of Calmar in- 
tantly took poſſeſſion of. 1858 
The King poſted himſelf in the ſuburbs with 
the regiment of Dabl- Curlers under Siegrotb, 
that of Weſmenland under Roos, and that of 
Calmar under Rank, all foot, with the Artillery 
and the Offrogoth horſe under Hamilton ; to.

C zinkoto, during ſo rigorous a cold that no- 
thing equal to it had been known in the me- 
mory of man, His Majeſty having formed a

Stakelberg thither, to take upon him the direc- 
tion. Siegrotb was ordered to follow, to re- 
connoitre the place, and make an exact report 
thereof to his Majeſty, At his return, which 
was two days afterwards, the King decamped 


from Cxintom, eſcorted by the Artillery — 


Schretterfelt's dragoons, 

His Majeſty arrived the fixth at Miepret, 
where they had already raiſed four batteries of 
five pieces of cannon each; and when the 
Commandant was again ſummoned to ſurrender, 
he anſwered from the mouths of his cannon, to 
which thoſe on our batteries replied, The fame 
evening the King made the neceſſary dif} 
for an aſſault early the next day, ordering three 
attacks, of which one was to be conducted by 
Fames Sperling, and the other two by Fritſts 
and Albeaybl.

We loſt many brave men at this attack. 
The two young Counts of Sperling, equally il- 
luſtrious by their birth, their rank and their 
merit; Colonel Friſſti; the Lieutenant -Colo- 
nels Morner, and Lilliegreen; Count E. Gyllen- 
Holpe, a man much eſteemed; and many other. 
officers of merit, were killed. Count Rbein/- 
child received a blow from a grenade, which 
made a contuſion. General &8akelberg was 
wounded, and the ſleeve of the Prince of Wur- 
lenberg's coat was ſhot through with a ball. 
The King having ſounded the Commandant 
again by Szegroth and Wrangle, he demanded 
ſome hours tor conſideration, and ſurrendred 
the ſame night at diſcretion. The officers were 
made priſoners. of war; but kept their baggage, 
as the Colonel did his fword. We found here 
ſome pieces of cannon that had been burſt. 

The gariſon marched out the next day, it 
conſiſted of eleven hundred men, beſides the 
Peaſants, which had born arms. They were 
eſcorted to Czinkow, by Silfwerbielm, where 
they had full liberty to enter. into the town 
but the greater part died of the colc. 
During theſe tranſactions, two officers of the 
King's army, whoſe names were Load and Ox, 
arrived in our camp. They had been taken 
priſoners by the Czar, and were by him ſent 
to his Majeſty, to ſollicit the exchange of 
Schultz, Adjutant to Menzikef, of whom we 
have ſpoken before with one named Caudarof 
in their room. The King refuſed this exchange, 
and in the former's place ſent back a Lieute- 
nant- Colonel who was taken at een, 780 
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inſtead of Cauduroff a Captain taken at the 509.

ſame place. 

The eleventh, the little Bicogue of Hieprek 
was burnt, and his Majeſty- ſet out for Czin- 
toto, being eſcorted by the regiment of Artil- 
lery, the horſe of Cruus, and Taub's dra» 
goons.

we ſtood well on our guard. Hadiacz was in the 
centre, and the baggage remained always quiet 
with a body of troops which the King had at firſt 
left there, and to which ſeveral other regiments 
had ſince joined themſelves by his Majeſty's 
orders. As to the enemy, they had troops in 
Ogtirti, Kutifova, Opuczna, Pultawa, Horogni,

The King who was impatient to ſtrike a 1709, 
blowof more importance, and to oblige the enemy 


at laſt to ſtand their ground by giving them 
no repoſe, decamped on the ninth from Kutilva, 
and took the road of Oglirti. As he paſſed 


through the village of Kukri (two leagues), he 


met Colonel T/thamerdin with a detachment of 
the enemy's dragoons, who retreated with 
the utmoſt expedition; but were purſued by 
the Valoches and five ſquadrons quite under the 
walls of Ogtirki, We killed a good number, 
and took ſome priſoners, 

The enemy, fearing they ſhould be beſieged 


in Ogtirki, preſently ſet fire to the ſuburbs, and 


marched their horſe toKraſnakut (three leagues), 
. where eight regiments of dragoons were poſted, 
ſome in the town, and ſome without the gates; 
and ten other regiments at half a league's dif- 
tance, in the little town of Horodniza. 

The King halted at Kykri. The artillery

About the fourteenth, the winter, which had 
for ſome days abated of its rigour, became all 
at once ſupportable; the weather being now 
ſoft and ſerene enough, after one of the moſt 
violent ſeaſons ever felt in that climate: but at 
the ſame time the waters began to ſwell in ſo 
extraordinary a manner, that thoſe rivers which 
we had before eaſily paſſed, being all frozen, pre- 
ſented us now the proſpe& of a whole country 
overflowed. ; 

This change obliged his Majeſty to return 
into the Ukrain, there to wait for a better ſea- 
ſon and one more  commodious for the ope- 
rations of the war, in a country ſo full of 
rivers. Orders were given to General Cruus, 
to advance before with ſome regiments, the 
King following himſelf the next day with the 
reſt of the army. We proceeded three leagues 
to Kublintłka; at our departure from whence, 
the King commanded the burning of Colo- 

This march was very laborious for the foot, 
who were always in water, the plain through which 
they paſſed in ſeveral places reſembling a large 
lake, the rivers had ſo violently overflowed the 


country. Theartillery eſpecially, under went great 


fatigues in this rout, and ſo did the baggage ; 
which cauſed his Majeſty to order a great num- 
ber of uſeleſs waggons to be burnt; that is to 
ſay, thoſe which the troops uſed for the car- 
riage of their proviſions. oo 
This was a fatal day to the regiment of Ger- 
man dragoons under Colonel Albedybl, who was 
quartered - at Raſchow, or. Ra/chonſka, ſome 
leagues from Lutinka, where Major-General 
Sparr 
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Sparr was poſted, The enemy, under the com- 1709. 
mand of Scheremethof, began their attack on an 


hundred and twenty dragoons, who had been 
ordered to have an eye on the horſe ; and hav- 
ing ſurrounded them on all ſides, put them to 
the ſword after they had made all poſſible re- 
ſiſtance. Scheremethof advanced next with twelve 


regiments towards Raſchow, where AlbedybPs 


regiment, after a valiant defence, were in part 
cut to pieces, and the reſt made priſoners, — 
the Colonel himſelf; three hundred horſe only, 
with the Major, broke through ſword in hand, 
and having made their way through ſeveral 
ſquadrons, came to Sparr at Lutinta. 

The enemy laid their hands on all the hor- 
fes of this regiment, and of part of another, 
together with their . It was feared, 
that Scheremethof, after this action, would puſh 
his point, and go to Hadiacz, with a view of 


rendring himſelf maſter of the baggage ; but 


he attempted no more, and returned to his 
quarters, | 
The King haſtened the ſeventeenth from Rub- 
linfka, where the regiment of guards was ob- 
liged to paſs the firft night in the open field, 
not being able to croſs 2 waters, which were 


every day increaſing. This diſappointment 


occaſioned orders from his Majeſty to that 
regiment, to go two leagues round in ſearch 
of a bridge, while the Artillery, the Dabl. Car- 
lers, and the regiments of Smoland and Cruus, 
paſſed near Kalentajo, which was burnt. 


His Majeſty, with the Drabans and the: reſt 


of the troops, paſſed the water near Rublinfka

The twentieth, Major-General Hamilton re- 
turned with his detachment, and General Cruus 
ſet out from Opuczno, for Budiczin. The King 
remained ſome time at Opuczno, where Rank 
and Roos were in gariſon, and put part of the 
regiments which he had taken with him in his 
laſt expedition into quarters, on the ſide of Pu!- 
iowa, namely the guards, Cruys's, Hamilton's, 
the Oftrogotbs, the Smolangers and the regiment 
of Skaraborg ; he then fixed his Head-quarters at 
Budiczin, whither he repaired a little after- 
wards, :

Maxzeppa had already writ to theſe people, 
at the time that he declared for the King of 
Sweden ; but the Expreſs who was charged with 
the letter had been taken by the Ryſſians : He 
now anſwered all the heads of their letter, and 
informed them of the juſtice of the King of 
Stweden's deſigns, who, being a formidable 
conqueror, came to deliver them from the yoke 
and ſlavery which the Czar was preparing for 
them. He animated them at the 4 time, to 
follow his example, and to liſt themſelves un- 
der the banners of a Prince who was their pro- 
tector, and whom heaven had fixed on as the 

erſon who was to render them free and hap- 
py; and laſtly, that this letter might make the 
greater impreſſion on their minds, he ſent one 
of his Colonels and Judges, a great Orator, 


who was charged to expound the whole to 
them at large. : 


The 
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theſe means, ſent immediate Deputies to Ma- 
zeppa, to declare to him that they would take 
the ſame ſide with himſelf. The Deputies 
brought at the ſame time a letter from their 
Hettman to the King. They had audience of his 
Majeſty the nineteenth, and having obtained an 
anſwer the next day, they departed well ſatiſ- 
fied, and inſtantly began their hoſtilities againſt 
the Muſcovite s, : 

The Ruſfians being informed of the pro- 
ceedings of the Zaporovians, detached Colonel

Cambel towards the town of Torodginſta with 


three thouſand dragoons, to attack the Zaporo- 
 vians, who were to pals that way in order to 

join us. The Ruſſian dragoons were divided 
into ſeveral parties, to ſcour the country, and 
hinder the Zaporovians from paſſing; but theſe 
to the number of eight thouſand men attacked 
Colonel Cambel in the town, killed a great 


many of his party, and took one hundred and 


fifteen priſoners : ſo that of the three Muſco- 

vite regiments ſearce four hundred with their 

Colonel were ſaved. | 
The Zaporovians continued their march, 


having at their head their Hettman, named Ot- 


toman Kokzovy, who advanced towards the 
King's quarters, followed by ſome hundreds of 
the Chiefs of his country. He was received by 
Mazeppa, half a league from Budiczin; the 


next * he had an audience of the King, 


whom he addreſſed in Latin; teſtifying to 
him the joy which the Zaporoviat nation felt 
at his Majeſty's arrival, that _ beſought 
his protection, giving God that he 
ſuffered them at length to enjoy * li- 
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berty, at which they had ſo eagerly aſpired; 
he afterwards kiſſed the King's hand, and was 
treated at court with the principal officers who 
ſat at two tables. | 

The next day the Zaporovians, being aſſem- 
bled in a Greek Church at Budiczin, took an oath 
of fealty to Mazeppa. The Pijars were the 
firſt after the Hetiman who ſwore ; they after- 
wards made all together the ſign of the croſs, 
and kiſſed the Goſpel and the Crucifix. The 
ſame day they had an audience of leave of his 
Majeſty, and the next day departed from Bu- 
&czin, to continue their hoſtilities againſt the 
Ruſſians. | | 

The thirty-firſt Mr. Sandul, Colonel of the 
Valoches, departed for Bender, to treat with the 
Seraſkier Turk, touching the recruits of the Va- 
loches. The ſame day the Ruſſians took in 
Czinkow, a Lieutenant with ſixteen dragoons, 
of Prince Waurtenberg*s regiment, who had 
been detached to gather up victuals. Theſe 
accidents, which happened to us from time to 
time, were unavoidable; far being obliged to 
fetch our forage and proviſions a great way off, 
the regiments could not avoid | cnn the 
loſs of little detachments, which were ſent out 
to raiſe contributions. The Prince of Wurten- 
berg, who was the moſt expoſed, deſired his 
Majeſty's permiſſion to approach nearer to the 
head-quarters, which having obtained, he came 
and encamped with his regiment at Burky. 

We learnt that day, that the Czar had de: 
tached General Goltz with nineteen or twenty 
thouſand men beyond the Dnieper, to go and 
Join Siniauſti in Poland, who oppoſed King 
Staniſlaus, and cauſed there great trouble and 


confuſion. 
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confuſion. We learnt further, that there were 1799, 
five thouſand men in Pultowa z that Royn wa 
at the head of the troops beyond the onſtla, 
deſigned to cayer the tronters of Raſia, and 
that Scheremethof commanded the reſt of the 
army, conſiſting chiefly of foot, = was poſted 
about Hadiacz and Kraſnepale, along the river 
of Priol. As to the Czar, we knew he was 
at eighteen leagues diſtance from his army at 
Worouitz, where he was building ſhips. ; 
The third of April, his Majeſty attended by 
Mazeppa, Count Rheinſebild, and ſome other 
officers of diſtinction, came with a detachment . 
of horſe under Pultama, to reconnoitre the 
place, of which the King reſolved to make him- 
felf maſter, on Mazeppa's advice, that on our 
penetrating into Ruſſia, we might have a place 
in our poſſeſſion through which the ſuccours 
might paſs which were expected from Poland 
to join his 1 88 | 
Pultews is ſituated on the river Nor ſtla, which 
falls ſixteen leagues lower into the Boriſtbenes. 
This town belonged to the Coſſacks, but the 
Ruſſians were then maſters of it. Many of the 
inhabitants had retired hither with their effects 
at the approach of the Swedes ; ſo that it was 
full of riches, corn, and all forts of proviſions. 
There was in the town a garriſon of five 
thouſand men, under the command of Major- 
| General Allart, who had under him a Colonel 
named Kelley, This General had taken care 
to re-eſtabliſh' the fortifications, and to add 
ſome new works, ſo that it might well paſs for 
2 pretty good fortreſs in that country, His Ma- 
jeſty after having reconnaitred the ground about 
it, which the Morſtla, winding itſelf into ore 
| t . ; — 
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1709. ral branches, renders ſomewhat marſhy, re- 
turned to Budiczin, where he arrived the next 
day in the evening. | 

On the thirteenth, an action happened at Jo- 
kotki, near the Worſtla: General Ronn having 
attacked General Statelberg at the head of ſe- 
veral regiments, was repulſed with loſs, after a 
very obſtinate fight, in which Colonel Gyllen- 
ftierna was wounded. 

The eighteenth, a Lieutenant of the artillery 
deſerted from Pultowa to Budiczin. All that 
day a great quantity of ſnow fell, which being 
foon melted by the ſun, rendered the roads very 
bad. The army now remained quiet in their 
quarters. 

The twenty-firſt, three Captains of our Va- 
loches, with a good number of their men, went 
over from us to the enemy. 

The twenty- fourth, his Majeſty made an 
excurſion to General Creutz's quarters, where 
there was an alarm on ſome motions made by 
Marſhal Scheremethef*s troops, by which it was 
apprehended that he deſigned to attack General 
Creutz ; but this came to nothing, ' and the 
King returned the ſame evening. This day 
Major-General Axel Sparr, was ordered to 
march with his diviſion to the King's quarters. 

The twenty-fitth, ſome regiments of Sparr's 
column came from Lutenka to Budiczin. They 
were the next day followed by the other regi- 
ments of foot of his diviſion, which including 
the garriſon of Hadiacz, made up eight regi- 
ments. Sparr began his march with theſe re- 
giments, that of the artillery, and all the bag- 

gage of the army, towards Pultowa, to inveſt 


that place. General Scheremethof at the head of 
| twelve 
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twelve thouſand men obſerved his march; but 1709. 
ſeeing their fine order and the precautions which 
Sparr had taken, he did not dare to attack him, 
and he arrived ſafely. before the town, without 
the loſs of a ſingle man. | 
The twenty-eighth, the regiment: of Dabl. 
Carlers decamped and marched to Pul/®wa ; 
and the next day his Majeſty followed himſelf 
with the Drabans, ſome regiments of horſe, 
and the regiments of foot of Wermland, Weſ- 
terbothn and Calmar, which encamped at a good 
diſtance from the town; ſo that almoſt all our 
foot were arrived, excepting two regiments 
which remained at Budiczin, with the dragoons 
of Taub. and Duker, under the command of 
Major-General Roos, to keep that poſt through 
which the enemy was abſolutely to pals, if he

The ſoxxreenth, the enemy made many ſham 
attacks before day both above and below the 
town, with ſeveral diſcharges of ſmall ſhot, 
while twelve hundred men communded by 
Brigadier Gallowin, with faſtines made a bridge 
over the moraſs, where the Peaſants who were 
perfectly acquainted with the ground had led 
them: they all entered the town unperceivet. 
The King thinking they would attempr a bar- 
tle, haſtened to his regiment” of guards, and 
ordered a great number of troops to advance; 
but as ſoon as the ſuccouts were entered” the 
town, Menzikof, who commanded” theſe:ſham 
attacks, retired. inſtantly, being content” with

The ſeventeenth; his Majeſty gave orders to 
raiſe a little redoubt on the foot of the moun- 
tain, on which Pultowa is ſituated, and near 
the river, at the ſame place through which the 
ſuccours had entered into the town, The enemy 
who were poſted on an oppoſite piece of riſing 
ground, laboured at an entrenchment to incom- 
mode us, and the next day cauſed two batta- 
lions to defile down the hill on the bank of the 
river, oppoſite our redoubt. Theſe troops gave 
a volley of ſmall arms on our guard poſted there, 
which returning it in the ſame manner, obliged 
them to return back behind their entrenchment. 
While theſe things were doing on this ſide, 
the enemy made a fally with eight hundred men, 
commanded by Brigadier Gallowin ; but they 
were ſo ſtoutly received by Major-General Re: 
and the Prince of WFurtenberg, that half of 
them were killed or wounded ; the Brigadier 
was made priſoner, and the reſt with difficulty 
enough ſaved themſelves towards the town.

but as ſoon as this regiment advanced to ſupport 
the workmen, the enemy retreated in Rite, 
with the loſs of ſome men, killed and wounded.

The ſame day the Czar arrived in 
their camp with a good number of troops; and 
their deſerters aſſured us, that they had thirty 
regiments of foot, as many of dragoons, and up- 1 
wards of fifty thouſand Coſſacks and Calmucks. | 

The ſixth, a party of the enemy, con- | 
fiſting of ſome hundred horſe, without rec- 
koning Coſſacks or Calmucks, approached 
on the fide of Czuki, to reconnoitre the 
camp of Velt-Marſhal Rbeinſchild, who being 
advertiſed of the viſit, ſent out ſome horſe 
to chaſe them, and theſe returned with ſeveral 
priſoners, The ſame day a Valoche, who had 
been taken priſoner by the Ruſſians, eſcaped, and 
brought us word, that the Czar had reſolved 
to attack his Majeſty's army in three different

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1709. places; however, he executed nothing at this time. 
was" A large body of the enemy's Coſſacks attacked 
a great number of Peaſants of our party, who 
were entrenched in a wood near Cobilak, half 
way between the Boriſthenes and Pultowa, but 
were ſo well received, that they were obliged 
1 to retire with conſiderable loſs. Mazeppa gave 
| a large reward to theſe Peaſants. 
From the ſeventh to the thirteenth nothing 
remarkable paſt, except that the enemy conti- 
nued to puſh on their works, and that we put our 
lines in a very good condition. 
The thirteenth, the Czar drew a new line, 
and the next day threw four bombs into the 
town, in which were only contamed letters for 
the Governour. | 
The fifteenth, the enemy attempted to paſs 
the river with many troops, and: attacked the 
column under General Cruus, which by their 
ſuperiority in number they had the good luck 
to diſlodge, they plundered his baggage, and 
burnt what they could not carry away; at the 
ſame time they delivered more than a thouſand 
Muſcovites, with their Colonel, who were pri- 
ſoners under the guard of Cruus's regiment ; 
but before their retreat, the Swedes killed one 
hundred and ſeventy of their detachment which 
was commanded by General Heinſoben.

The Prince of Wurtenberg 
very narrowly eſcaped being taken priſoner on 
this occaſion; for being at too great a di- 
ſtance to reconnoitre the enemy, he had been 
ſurrounded and taken priſober, if fome officers 
and dragoons had not haſtened to his aſſiſtance, 
and delivered him from the purſuit of the enemy. 
The Ruſſians made a feint to paſs the bridge of 
communication, a quarter of a league lower 
under Pultowa : the King having approached 
them to reconnoitre their motions, had the miſ- 
fortune to receive a ſhot which pierced through 1 
the boot of his left leg, entering in a little above 1 
the toe, and going out at the heel. He took

Count Piper and the Generals were much 
frighted at this wound. The King obſerving 
this ſolemn ſilence, aſked Neumann his Surgeon 
the reaſon of all their conſternation ; who an- 
ſwered his Majeſty plainly, that the wound was 
very dangerous, for that ſome few marks of a 
gangrene already appeared: at which this 
Prince, far from betraying any ſymptoms of 
fear, replied ; There is nothing in that, cut it 
away, cut it away. And cauſing him to make 
very deep inciſions, which he beheld with more 
tranquility than the ſpectators, he ſupported this 
horrible operation with a conſtancy of mind 
very extraordinary. There was only this violent 
method to fave the King's foot, which muſt 
otherwiſe have been cut off. The expertneſs 
of the Surgeon having prevented the gangrene, 
the King ſoon found himſelf able to bear a 
litter, though the cure went but lowly on, both 
on account of the exceſſive heat, and an inter- 
mitting fever which much incommoded his

About noon, the enemy made a ſally with 
twelve hundred men or thereabouts, and at- 
tacked us with great fury in our approaches;

We took an officer of note, 
with ſome ſoldiers, who told us, that Menzikof 
and Scheremethof were in their new camp, with 
ten thouſand foot and thirty regiments of dra- 


goons; that Voltonſti had conducted this re- 


giment, and that General Baver was preſent, 
but entirely fuddled: we found likewiſe the 
Czar's picture, which that General had loſt in 
his flight. This day we ſaw a great duſt in 
the enemy's camp on the other ſide of the 
river, by which we knew they were in motion; 
and they had beſides very few men in their 
works on that fide.”

The twenty-firſt, the enemy had abandoned 
their works and their lines oppoſite to us. 
Major-General Sparr, who mounted the guard 
the next day near the riyer, detached ſome 
troops to ruin and burn their works, which 
was executed, News was brought to the King,

The twenty-ſecond news arrived in the night 
that the enemy was in full march to give us 
battle, for which his Majeſty gave orders very 
early to the whole army to prepare. The 
Velt-Marſhal, after having remained ſome time 

with the King, went forth and put himſelf at 
the head of the cavalry, which were ranged in 
order of battle, whilſt the infantry came up, 
and formed a line of a quarter of a league in 
length, having the horſe for their wings. 
All the baggage was left together in the rear 
of the army, with ſome regiments and Zapo- 
rovians to cover it. Some troops had orders to 
remain in our trenches and redoubts near the 
river, to defend them.

The Republick, charmed at this condeſcen- 
ſion with which King Auguſtus only intended 
to amuſe her, aſſured this Prince by an expreſs 
law of every thing he deſired for his ſup- 


port. 
His Majeſty obliged himſelf on his part not 
to trouble the publick repoſe any more with 


theſe troops; but on the contrary, if they were 


not gone in ſix weeks, or if any ſhould perſiſt 
in ſtaying longer, that every one might be per- 
mitted to fall on them, and treat them as ene- 


mies of the country, purſuing them in any man- 


ner with impunity, without incurring his Ma- 
jeſty's diſpleaſure, or becoming guilty of the 
crime Iſæ majeſtatis; but that ſuch treatment 
of them ſhould be deemed a lawful action, and 
authoriſed by the laws.

On theſe repreſentations' the King called a 
General Diet, where the Republick began to- 
make their complaints, by repreſenting that the 
good underſtanding and interview twice re- 
peated with the Czar of Muſcouy againſt the 


laws of the country, gave ſufficient aſſurances 


of that fatal yoke which was preparing for them 
that, as all this was done without her interfering, 


the was refolved to enter into no deliberation on 


any point whatever, before ſhe had obtained a 


redreſs of all the grievances which were the 


ſubjects of her complaints. It was anſwered on 
the part of the King, that this could not at 
preſent be done, and that his Majeſty muſt 
firſt bring the enterpriſe he had undertaken ta 
an honourable iſſue; that he would however 
call a General Diet in a little time, and would 
then endeavour to ſatisfy the Republick on all 
her pretenſions. The time of the Diet being 
come, the Eſtates aſſembled and demanded 
ſatisfaction of the King, for the laws which had 
been violated with impunity.

On this occaſion all the Palatinates of the king- 
dom proteſted, and began, by often repeated de- 
putations, to ſollicit the King, that he would not 
introduce an unheard of novelty into Poland, to 
which they could never give their conſent. 

This Prince, finding that this method would 
not ſucceed, called a General Diet at Lublin; 
and as the Palatinates of Poſnania and Kaliſcz 
deſired likewiſe to ſend their Deputies thither, 
they held a Dietine at the uſual place at Skroda; 
moſt of the members whereof intereſting them- 
felves in the publick welfare, would not con- 
ſent to the war with the Swedes. The Saxon 
Partizans, who were there, proteſted mahliciouſly 
againſt all that paſſed in this aſſembly : ſo that 
they were obliged to ſeparate without coming 
to any concluſion, 

The members of this Dietine were ſcarce re- 
tired, when new Univerſalia appeared, pub- 
liſhed by the Saxon Partizans of theſe two Pa- 
latinates, to convene another Dietine; whither 
a great number of the Nobility repaired, not- 
withſtanding the want of the uſual formalities 
in publiſhing the ſaid Univerſalia. 

The Saxon Partiſans, fearing left their ir- 
regular conduct would be cenſured, thought pro- 
per to abſent themſelves z nor did one of them 
go to the aſſembly, which, being defirous to 
improve the precious moment that offered, la- 
boured with extraordinary care and zeal for 
the tranquillity of the Kingdom, and ſent twelve

Partiſans, that they would not admit them, but 
would ſooner cut their throats than ſuffer them 
to have a free voice; and indeed; tho? they did 
not take away their lives, they drove them in- 
ſolently out of the afſembly; as if they had 
been the greateſt criminals, or moſt infamous of 
men.

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1699. which time I concerted with Mr. Paikul the 
manner of regulating that body of troops, which 
was then at Polanga in Lithuania, in order to fa- 
cilitate the execution of the projected deſign, 
while I followed the King to conclude the alliance 
with the King of Denmark, which was already 
negotiating. The death of the late King of 
Denmark retarded this buſineſs ; for none of the 
intelligence, which was expected from that 
quarter, arrived. Upon this change I offered 
to go myſelf into Denmark, but the King 
thought proper to ſend Count Bottmar, with 
whom, by his Majeſty's order, I conferred on 
that affair, and gave him all kind of mſtruc- 
tions. Count Reventlau arrived at this time 
at Dreſden. To remove all umbrage from Mr. 
Melling, who was in that city, I concluded 
an alliance with the Count; which was 
done in eight days, or rather eight nights. 
We had not time to tranſcribe a fair copy of 
the articles, Count Reventlau being obliged to 
iet out for Vienna; ſince he had no other pre- 
tence for remaining at Dreſden, than to pay his 
reſpects to his Majeſty. I was pleaſed at this 
opportunity of gaining time, to reflect a little 
at my leiſure on the points of the alliance, and 
to find out (as I did) ſomewhat to inſert in the 
ſecret articles more to the advantage of the 

King of Poland. 

His Majeſty was-not. ignorant in what man- 
ner his troops were paid, and that they were in 
general on a very indifferent foot, through the

pedition, As this could not be publickly re- 1699. 
medied without giving umbrage, it was neceſ- == 


ſary underhand to remount the troops and put 
them in a good condition ; for this a great deal 
of money was wanted, which his Majeity will re- 
member I ſtrongly beſought him to provide. I 
treated of myſelf, and without the King's know- 
ledge, with Count Reventlau on this head, who 
conſented, at my inſtances, to procure me an ad- 
vance on the revenues of the Poſt-office, which 
his Majeſty afterwards approved. 

Some time after this I received advice from. 
Mr. Paik#l, of Mr. Pai kul's return, and that 
there was an appearance of undertaking the af 
fair with ſucceſs, I reſolved to write to Mr.

J could then have heartily wiſhed to have ex- 
ecuted the deſign on Riga; but I found it not 
practicable, as well by reaſon of the precau- 
tions which had been taken to put this place in 
a good condition, as the general diſcontent of 
our troops, eſpecially the officers, who, though 
very brave fellows, proteſted againſt this enter- 
prize, which they Lo on as the invention 


of Patkul or Paikul, in the latter of whom they 


acknowledged they had very little confidence. 

Hence I took an opportunity of conferring 
with Carlowitz, Patkul and Paikul. They were 
all three ardently diſpoſed to purſue the deſign 
on Riga; but I inſiſted on the execution's being 
impoſſible.  Patkul and Paiłul agreed with my 
opinion: Carlowitz was at firſt ſtrenuous for 
the attempt, but at length ſubmitted to us. 


It was concluded to ſurprize the advanced 


guard, and attack Cobrun, as I had adviſed. 


They were for employing no more than five 
hundred men, but I commanded a thouſand, 


and my regiment of dragoons. 


The report which was made to us by thoſe 


who had reconnoitred the fort, changed theſe 
three gentlemens opinions, and they would have 
deſiſted from the attack, and have contented 
themſelves with barely entering into the country;

Vol. I. pag. 212.] Prince Maximilian Ema- 
nuel of Wurtenberg arrived the twenty-firſt of 
March, at Okniow, the Head-quarters, with 
Baron Voit, Privy-Counſellor of Anſpach, and 
Mr. Qfander the Prelate. He departed from 
Stutgard in the month of Fanuary, with his 
eldeſt brother, whom he left at Berlin, and 
proceeded by the way of Dantzick, Marienburg 
and Thorn, to Warſaw; where he demanded 
leave to pay his reſpects to the King. He had 
an audience the moment after his arrival at 
Okniow, and having preſented to his Majeſty 
a letter from the Ducheſs his mother ; the 
King, after ſome compliments, aſked him, ſee- 
ing him ſo young (for he was but fourteen) if 
he could well reſolve on making a campaign 
with him ? The young Prince declared in the 
affirmative, with a briſkneſs which much pleaſed 
the King, who preſently ſettled him a court, 
and appointed him quarters near his own, and 
admitted him daily to his table. The King 
anſwered the Ducheſs's letter in a ſtyle very 
favourable to the Prince, whom he equipped 
with ſervants and money to ſupport his dig- 
nity, i

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This young Prince began preſently to inſi- 1703. | 


nuate himſelf much into the King's favour, 


whom he attended in all his excurſions ; and as 
ſome fears were entertained for him, becauſe 
he was always in the King's train without a 
governour, he deſired leave to carry his own 
with him; the King anſwered, he would him- 
ſelf take upon him the charge of his gover- 
nour. As to the Prelate Qfander, the King 
ave him at his departure, which was in a few 
ays, the character of Eccleſiaſtical Counſellor 
of Sweden.

This ſquadron commanded by Admiral Au- 
kerſtierna, and the Vice-admirals Sparr and 
Prou, having ſet ſail from Revel, where they 
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landed ſome recruits, arrived the ſixth of - 


June before Cronſiot. Here the Admiral and 
Vice-admiral de Prou having ranged their 
ſhips in line of battle, Baron Sparr under the 
favour of the ſmoke from the guns failed with 
his ſquadron to a point of the ifland Retu- 
ſari, where a Ruſſian Colonel was poſted with 
his troops, 8 


While our ſhips made à continual fire 


and threw balls and bombs on the enemy*s 
fleet and batteries, Sparr diſimbarked his 
troops on forty flat boats, which' attempted 


to land in the iſland under cover of the 


cannon from his ſhips; but they could not 
ſucceed, the boats running aground at too 
great a diſtance from the ſhore: ſo that after 
ſome loſs, ſeveral being killed, and thirty- 
ſeven ſoldiers taken priſoners, with the two 
Captains Roſe and Fock, and two non-com- 
miſſion*d officers, they gave the ſignal of re- 
treat, leaving behind them five flat boats 
which the enemy took poſſeſſion of, 


Admiral Ankerſtierna being deſirous of 
making a ſecond trial, and having learnt 
that the enemy was conſiderably reinforced, 
ſent Colonel Nierodt to Lieutenant-General 
Maidel, to defire of him a reinforcement of 
ſome troops; to which Maidel would not 
Fouſerit : for as he had but five thouſand 8 * 
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| 1704, he was not willing to weaken himſelf. When 
4 Mieradt returned with this © anfwer, the Ad. 
miral perſiſted no lefs in his deſign of at. 
tempting an attack; the officers, ſoldiers, 
and ſailors all expreſſing an extraordinary de- 
fire to come to blows with the enemy. 


Ihe fifteenth of July was choſen for the 
attack. In the morning we began with mak - 
ing a very. violent fire. on the enemy, and 
at four in the afternoon the Admiral ordered 
the attack in the following manner, Captain 
Unger of Sternberg, with one hundred grena- 
diers, was to open it; he was ſupported by 
Major Aderkas and Captain Mentzer; Colo- 
= nel Nzerod? led the main battle, having Co- 
2 lonel Schlippenbach on his right, and on his 
left Mayor Herizog, r 


This diſpoſition was well made, but the 
event did not anſwer the hopes which had 
been conceived of ſucceſs; the ſhalloops fal- 
ling preſently on a ſhallow bottom covered 
with - ſharp rocks, which ſhattered ſome of 
thoſe boats and overſet others, The Van- 
guard however, commanded by Aderkas and 
Mentzer, threw themſelves © ouſly into 
the water, which at firſt was no kigher than 
their knees; but ſoon came up to their 
necks, and coſt ſeveral their lives who at- 
tempted to ſwim. Theſe two difficulties be- 
ing ſurmounted, another greater preſented it- 
ſelf, The Ruſſians who lay on their bellies 
before their batteries which were charged 


with 
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with cartridges, made ſo dreadful a diſcharge 
from their ſmall arms; which was ſeconded 
from their ordnance; that the Swedes who 
were landed could not fuſtain the fire, but 
retreated in confuſion towards their ſhal- 
loops. The enemy purſued them, and killed 
ſeveral of thoſe in the water with their fu- 
ſees; at the ſame time attacking the -ſhal-

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lops, and took many of our ſoldiers, till the 
fire from our ſhips at laſt forced them to 


retreat, 


This fight, which laſted but an hour, coft 


us twelve. officers, amongſt whom were the 


Captains Unger and Gilbert; nor do we 
yet know whether they are dead or living, 
We had nine other officers wounded, the 
Admiral himſelf being hurt. We had four 
hundred ſoldiers killed, and one hundred and 
ſeventy wounded. Our loſs had been more 
_ conſiderable, if the Ryfians, who purſued 
the Swedes with twenty Lodiens, had ſuc- 
ceeded in that enterprize, The Engineer 
Captain Lavalle, who had been late the 
night before to reconnoitre the iſland and 
the fort, had much diſſuaded this attack; 
proteſting, that if the affair, which appeared 


to him impoſſible, ſhould not ſucceed, it 


ſhould in no wiſe be laid to his account. 


In the month of September, a little before 
the coronation of King Staniſlaus, General 
Schlippenback, Envoy extraordinary from the 
King of Pruſſia, who had followed the army 


from Ravitz, had an audience of the _

from Berlin, but he quickly returned. Or- 
ders were given, if poſſible, to delay the 
coronation.

An Abridgement of the Campaign which 
the Swediſh Army made in Finland, 
Anno 1708, under the command of Ma- 


jor-General Baron Lybecker. * 


S ſoon as the Major-General had mm 
A his orders from the Senate of Sweden, 
erning the invaſion which he was to make 
on is, as well to draw the enemy from that 
fide, as to hinder them if poſſible, from diſ- 
turbing his Majeſty's march to the Ukrain, all 
our forces in Finland to the number of twelve 
thouſand men, as well foot as horſe, were put 
in motion, and departed, the tenth of Auguſt 
N. S. from the town of Wiburg: 

The next day it unluckily began to rain, 
which continuing fifteen days without ceaſing, 
made the roads almoſt unpaſſable, and con- 
ſequently the march extremely difficult and 
laborious. At laſt, after they had ſurmount- 
ed all obſtacles, and were arrived at a place 


= named Kelris, ſituated two leagues from the 


Neva; the army which had pitched their 
camp, learnt from their parties which had 
been ſent to reconnoitre the enemy; that 
they were poſted, on the other ſide the Neva 
with five thouſand men, to OW our paſ- 
lage over the river; to which purpoſe they 
had raiſed a ſmall battery of four field- 
pieces; Upon this advice, Mr. Lybeczer de- 


tached immediately Colonel Henry Haſtfer with 


two thouſand men, having with him pontons 
for the min with orders to attack and diſ-

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lodge the enemy. As ſoon as Mr. Haſtfer had 
arrived at the river, which in this is very 
rapid, he-embarked- ſixteen hundred foot under 
the command of the Lieutenant-Colonels Stierns- 
trable, Kruſenſtierna, and Clas Skog, who not- 
withſtanding the continual fire from the two 
Rufhan galleys, and from the batteries on the 
oppoſite ſide, croſſed the river, and attacked 
the enemy with ſo much bravery, that after a 


bloody and obſtinate fight which laſted an 


hour, they put them to flight, with a dreadful 
ſlaughter. | F 

This action being over, and the army being 
drawn down to the river, they continued to pals 
for thirteen days together. They then marched 
in ſeveral columns from Tuſma to Ingris. The 
Major-General having received advice that the 
enemy had ſome magazines near Duderdorf, 
about three leagues from Ingris, filled with 
ſoldiers clothes and proviſions, he put himſelf 
at the head of three thouſand horſe, and ſet 
out in the morning to furprize and ſeize on 


thoſe magazines : but as this.country is full of 


defiles and of difficult paſſes, the horſe were 
very much put to it to ſurmount them, and 
were thereby retarded in their march. Being 
at laſt arrived near a great defile named Kar- 
bla, where the enemy had three hundred dra- 
goons, the Swwedifb van- guard, conſiſting only 
of forty dragoons, attacked them ſo fiercely on 
a gallop with ſword in hand, that they did not 
give them time for a ſingle diſcharge, and pur- 
ſued them cloſe at their heels, killing ſome of 

them, and taking twenty priſoners. : 
The General after this rencounter, finding 
his men extremely fatigued, made them. halt to 
give them a little breath, their horſes being ſo 
15 fatigued 
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fatigued that they could go no farther; but 1758. 
having heard a moment afterwards that the 
enemy had ſet fire to thoſe magazines, from 
whence they were only at one league's diſtance; 
he ordered his troops to return to their camp. 
The army marching in excellent order, paſſed 
near Peterſbourg and Cronſtadt, and came to a 
place called Heiligbuſch, where they pitched 
their camp. Here the General on his firſt ar- 
rival, which was the thirteenth of September; 
called a grand council of war, to conſider what 
ws to be done in ſo advanced a ſeaſon, and 
when. the army was ſo fatigued by continual 
and laborious marches : it was at length. reſolved; 
to ſend Major Schlippenbach with a Brigantine 
from our fleet at Reval; to know of the Lieu- 
nant-General of that name; if the army could 
by any means be ſubſiſted during the winter in 
the province of Efhonia. '— | 
Till che anſwer was brought back; the army 
having paſſed half a league from Kapurin, en- 
camped at a place calfed Feſta, The General 
detached two thouſand horſe to take Kapyria; 
where Brigadier Frier was advantageouſly 
poſted with ſome thouſand mien, having before 
him a large trench armed with chevaux de friſe, 
2 parapet, and ſome” field-pieces. As ſoon as 
our horſe were in ſight of the enemy, they diſ- 
mounted and attacked them in the inſtant with 
ſuch force, that notwithſtanding the enemy's 
fire, and their advantageous ſituation, they 
were overthrown after half an hout's fight, ard. 
forced to fly in diforder. They did not think 
myo to purſue them, and after they had taken 
at this place the enemy's chancery, the-detach- 
ment returned and joined the army. nouns 
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1708. their papers was found the plan of an operation 
a gainſt the Swedes, which conſiſted in marching 
againſt them upwards of twenty thouſand men 

drawn from different garriſons, and which were 


already in motion to cut off our retreat. 

As the ſeaſon was already very far advanced, 
and the cold began to grow very rigorous, it 
was reſolved to march the army towards the 
ſea, to embark the troops on board our fleet, 
which was to tranſport them into Finland. The 
General had preferred this reſolution to any 
other, becauſe the paſſage into Eſtbonia on 
Narva fide, appeared to him at firſt more dif- 
ficult than it really was. However, the army 
being repaired to the ſea · ſide the tenth of Od. 
ber, near a place called Kolkaupa, where our 
fleet lay at anchor, the embarkation, 
which laſted fifteen days, during which, with- 
out any neceſſity, and from the effect of a panick 
terror which had no- folid foundation, the Ge- 
neral-ordered all the horfes to be killed, which 
amounted to five. thouſand, - and which were 


maſſacred accordingly, to facilitate our retreat. 


The rear-guard compoſed of four hundred Saxon 
foot, and - commanded by Major Seulenburg, 
being on the point to be embarked as the others 
had been, was attacked by the enemy, againſt 


whom they defended themſelves with wonder- 


ful bravery for ſeveral hours, but were at length 


for the moſt part ſlain, and the reſt made pri- 


ſoners. The fleet failed with the army to 
Biorokoo, four | from Wiburg, where 
they landed in Finland. This was the unhappy 
iſſue of an enterprize, which had at firſt ap- 
peared fo advantageous, and which had cer- 
tainly produced the greateſt conſequences, if it 
had been conducted with more vigour and 
prudence,

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prudence. It had now no other effect than the 1707. 
oſs of numbers of the inhabitants of that coun wy 


try, who having declared too ſoon for their 
antient maſters, were all carried into ſlavery.

HEN the late Charles XII. was in 
Saxony, he would have been very glad 
to have made a peace with the Czar, if that 
Prince had been then inclined to conclude ſuch 
2 one, as in a conjuncture ſo glorious for Sweden, 
might have been the leaſt reaſonable. | 

It is true that the Czar did offer one; but 
the condition fine qud non, was not reliſned by 
che King, his enemy abſolutely reſolving to 
keep the port of Peter/bourg on the Baltick ſea, 
which could not be yielded to him without en- 
Sons. the whole ſyſtem of our po- 
UCKS, | | k 

Beſides this, the Czar was too deeply en- 
gaged with the Emperor, England and Holland, 
who continually fomented this war, in order to 
give a diverſion to the courage of the young Se- 
4% conqueror, whoſe friendſhip for France was 
much apprehended by them. Several letters were 
intercepted about this time, adviſing the Czar, to 
expoſe and ranſack his provinces and eſtates, ſooner 
than give up the leaſt article of his pretenſions. 

Charles XII. who ſaw himſelf at the head of 
the fineſt and moſt warlike army that perhaps 
ever was, elated with his great ſucceſſes, and 
in no humour to have conditions preſcribed him, 
departed from Saxony, _ impoſe reaſonable ones 
i? 3 on 
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1707: on his formidable enemy, and ſuch as might 
rs Sand for the future ſecure the repoſe of the North, but 


cſp:cially to ſhut up the Ruſſians within their 
antient bounds, 

It is however certain, that his Majeſty left Ger- 
many with regret, where he wiſhed to remain to 
he the mediator between France and the Allies; 
but the deſtiny of this brave Prince was written 
in Heaven,. and he was drawn againſt his will 
into a chain of difficulties and misfortunes, which 
almoſt inevitably attended him, and againſt 
which he had occaſion” for all his courage to 
ſepport him, as we ſhall ſee hereafter in this 
Relation, 

As foon as the King came into Poland, the 
Ruſſians gave ground to him, always retreating 
backwards, burning, piundering and ranſacking 


all that they met with on their way, without 
ever coming toa deciſive battle. Our army hav- 


ing in this manner paſſed through Poland, ſome- 

times coaſting along the borders of Pruſſia, the 
Kng put them into winter- quarters in the Grand- 
Dutchy of Lithuania, where he choſe the little 
town of Radeſchowitz near Wilna for his head- 
quarters. 

The time being come for opening the cam- 
paign, it was uncertain what rout they ſhould 
take to purſue the enemy; for there were two 
which might bring them to him. The firſt was 
that of Poloſſto, whence it was eaſy to turn to 
the ſide of Novogorod, and there to join the 
armies. under Count Lowenhaupt and General 
Zybecker ; but after having deliberated. on this 
affair in the council of war, it was found impol- 


{ible to ſubſiſt theſe three Swediſh armies in that 


province, The Czar moreover had not aban- 
doncd lis reſolution, of burning and chops.

We might have eaſily 

turned towards Livonia; but that poor count 

as well as Efthonia and Ingria, had ſuffered fa 

much, that they had not wherewithal to ſubſiſt 

the leaſt army, the adjacent parts being yet in a | 

condition leſs capable of furniſhing us with ſuc- 8 

cours, either for our foot or horſe. It was not leſs 

inconvenient to march to the city of Mo/coo, 

paſſing through the Dutchy of Twer, by reaſon 

of the continual woods which are in this Dutchy 

and that of Novogorod, through which there are 

only two roads, which beſides the great number 

of defiles and moraſſes, might have been eaſily 

rendered impaſſable by the enemy, the firſt lead- 

ing directly to the town of Jer, and the ſe- 

cond through that of Tina. 11 
All theſe difficulties appeared unſurmountable, 4d 

it was therefore reſolved to think no more of it 

this rout, eſpecially as we flattered ourſelves 

that General Lybecker had ſufficient forces to 

invade the provinces of Nevogorod and Pleftorw, 

the Czar being obliged: to employ the chief 

part of his army to oppoſe that of his Majeſty.

The greateſt difficulty was, that after we 
had, notwiraſtanding, all obſtacles, penetrated 
through the wood, the Czar. had deſtroyed the 
country to that degree, that our army would 
have found neither proviſions, forage, nor win- 
ter-quarters, And beſides all the other reaſons 
which induced the King equally to reject theſe 
rwo routs, there remained another great obſtacle 
to ſurmount, which was particular P the former 
rout, namely, that the towns of Pleftow and 
Nevogored muſt have been both taken before 
we advanced further; and if we had taken the 
latter, we were 1 obliged to make 
ourſelves maſters of Smolenſto, which ſiege might 
have much delayed our march. 

All this engaged the King to propoſe another 
expedient, which was to take the rout of Mo- 
hilew and Kritzowa, and thence through the 
woods of Severia to Starodub, a ſmall town of 
this latter province. The Czar, on the recom- 
merdation of Mazeppa, Hettman or General in 
chief of the 'Coſſc.cxs, had truſted the govern- 
ment of the province and that of the town of 
S;arcdub, to a Colonel whoſe name was Skoro-. 
ba ti, who had a regiment of ſome thouſand, 
Coſfacks ; but which, as well as their Colonel, 
depended on the orders of the Hetiman. The 
Kt: ing was the rather induced to take this road, 
by the new alliance which he had concluded 
privately with Mazeppa, who having had little 
rraſon to be pleaſed with the Czar, had long 
ardently wiſned to ſhake off his yoke, and

which would have been very eaſy. without ex- 
poſing theſe, if Lybecker had had more prudence 
and good fortune in his ex

A day was then appointed, before which 
« Mazeppa was to impart all theſe conditions 
to his Colonels, and to engage them to a 
voluntary conſent, by . ts them 
the undoubted advantages which they would 
receive by recovering their former liberty, 
of which the Ruſſians had only left them the 

« ſhadow.” 

Such were the conditions of this treaty, which 
vas conducted fo artfully, and kept fo ſecret, 
that no one had the leaſt knowledge of it, ex- 
ecpt the King of Sweden, King Staniſlaus, Ma- 
zeppa, Count Piper, a certain Poliſh Senator 
whoſe name [I have forgot, and the Arch-biſhop 
of Servia or Bulgaria, who was baniſhed his 
country for what reaſon I know not. This laſt 
conducted the whole affair, and went continually 
during the negotiation between the Scoediſb army 
and that of Mazeppa, being the leſs liable to 
ſuſpicion, as he was a Greek by his religion and 
baniſhed, moreover dreſt in the habit of a Men- 
dicant, begging charity from town to town. 

All theſe projects were ſo well concerted, and 
fp dexterouſly conducted, that every reaſonable 
man who had examined them, ver! have fore- 


told, humanly: ſpeaking, a ſucceſsful iſſue for 
Sweden; and that the Czar, muſt before the 
end of the year have been neceſſitated to accept 
ſuch conditions of peace as the King OY Sweden 


would have impoſed on him.

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But as the ways of the Almighty are unknown 1708. 
to us, he often permits the wiſeſt and moſt pru- .. 
dent counſels to be confounded, and produce a 
quite different iſſue from what we flatter our- 
ſelves with, as indeed it fell out in the event of 
this march to the Ukrain, which was in the end 
fatal to Sweden. | 

When - Charles XII. undertook this expedi- 
tion, he had an army of about twenty regi- 
ments under his command; Sweden never ſaw 
ſo conſiderable a force, nor, as I imagine, could 
that force have been conducted with more pru- 
dence, good counſel and wiſdom, than it was 
in the cloſet of Charles XII. at the beginning 
of this-negotiation, and of the year 1708. Never 
kingdom had at the head of her armies, a more 
brave and active Prince, or indeed a better ſol- 
dier than Charles XII. and never King had a 
more warlike army, troops better diſciplinſd 
or more faithful, than thoſe were at that time. 
Notwithſtanding which we miſcarried, and it 
ſeemed as if Heaven was at once willing to 
humble Sweden, and puniſh it by the fatal cam- 

gn in 1709, and at the ſame time to raiſe 
Charles XII. above all the Monarchs and all the 
Heroes which had preceded him e, by giving 
him an opportunity of demonſtrating in the 
face of the whole earth, that admirable con- 
ſtancy and firmneſs of temper, which ſhone forth 
in his adverſity, and ſet off thoſe other infinite 
great qualities which this Prince poſſeſſed, ©

During the ſummer in 1708, it rained 
continually, and. in the beginning of n 0 
had a winter ſo ſevere and extraordinary, tha 
the memory of man had known nothing like 
it. Add to all this, that the Swedifs Generals 
who commanded ſe eparate bodies of the army, 
committed divers nuſtakes, and were almoſt 
unſucceſsful every where, by which the main 
body of the army which his Majeſty com- 
led in chief ſuffered very much. Never- 
theleſs, his Majeſty never appeared greater, or 
fv gig cory om yang We 

* every day by — 

and —— by ſkirmiſhes and ba 
tho? they always got the better ; and — 
ſtanding that hunger, miſery and cold, de- 
ſtroyed them daily in great numbers, it was 
impoſſible for him — them, by reaſon 
of his diſtance from Sweden. In contempt of 
all theſe misfortunes, his Majeſty continued to 
puſh the enemy, who was at leaſt four times 
as ſtrong, obliging them to ſecure themſelves 
behind rwers-and moraſſes, or to entrench 
themſelves up to their teeth; yrhilſt our own 
troops, amounting in the whole to no more 
than twenty thouſand men, including the ſick and 
wounded, were divided into ſeveral little bodics 


for their better ſubſiſtence, and never 2 
to entrench themſelves.

the ſame reaſon I ſhall not mention the uſeleſs 
and fatal expedition that general made into 
Ingria: 1 call it fatal, not ſo much on accoun 
| of his loſs, which was only of his horſes, whic 
were killed very unneceſſarily to haſten a retreat, 
in which the enemy made ſome hundred pri- 
ſoners ; but I call it chiefly fatal, becauſe the 
Ruſſians after the retreat had the liberty to 
withdraw their troops out of Ingria, and to re 
inforce the army which they brought againit 
Count Latwenbaupt, which by this means 
became {6 much his ſuperiour, that they at 
tacked the Count with advantage and ſuccely 
at the bloody battle of Lieſua. In effect, Low 
enbaupt's loſs on this occaſion drew after it 
the defeat of our army, and brought our King 
dom to the brink of deſtruction, as. we ſhall 
afterwards ſee. 


But, before we go farther, T ſhall here pul 
down the liſt of -—_ regiments which com 
py Lowenhaupt's army; — — J ſhall after 
ards mention the orders that the King ſen 
him on the rout, which he was to hold wi 
his troops in order to Join his Majeſty.

near the Dnieper in continual expectation of

the one hand he ſaw plainly, that if he waited 
for Lowenhaupt, all that great and fine 
ſcheme which he 15 ſo — concerted 
with Mazeppa, could not produce the ho 
for ſucceſs; . he felt too 
the extreme neceſſity he was in of this 
conjunction, without which Lowenbanpi's army 
would be in danger of being loſt. At laſt, he 
choſe rather to expoſe that army, than to loſe 
the advantages which he hoped: to draw from 
the alliance concluded with the Coſſacks; for 
he was perſuaded, that if he neglected ſo fa 
vourable an opportunity as this to weaken the 
power of the Ruſſians, he ſhould never 
ſuch another. 
The King believed moreover, that if Count

After that Prince had paſſed the Dojepeh, 
near Mobilow, he made a feint of intending to 
draw towards Smolenſto, in order to engage 
the Czar to draw all his troops on that ſide, and 
by that means to give Mazeppa room to act 
with more liberty and ſucceſs in the provinces 
of Severia and the Ukrain, under favour of the 
Swedes, His Majeſty ſtill believed that he 
ſhould at laſt cblie the enemy to ſtand their 
ground by purſuing them without ceſſation 3 
but all in vain, their firſt maxim being always 
to retreat, and burn, and deſtroy all the places 
through which we were to follow them. | 

It is proper to mention, that the country on 
the other ſide the Dxieper is called the Palati - 
nate of Mizigſiat, which belongs to Poland and 
Iitbuania, and that this Province, if I may be 
allowed the expreſſion, is all covered with mo- 
raſſes.

under a neceſſity of 1 joining Mazepp, 
after having followed the enemy for ſome — 
beyond Mabiloto on the ſide of Smolenſto, he 
made a counter- march, and paſſing the river of 
Sofſa near the town of Krizowa, the army 
entered the great woods of Severia which lie 

between Krizowa and. the town of Starodub. 
It is impoſſible to expreſs what the army 
fuffered-on this rout, and poſterity will have a 
difficulty to believe it. Moſt of the regiments 
had conſumed the bread which they had taken 
with them from their winter-quarters, and as 
ſoon as the King had paſſed the Borifthenes they 
had no opportunity to get any more, all that coun- 
try having been entirely facked and deſtroyed, 
All that they had to ſuſtain life was ſome 
cattle which we had carried with us when we 
took the field; but theſe poor animals for 
want of paſture, and by the terrible marches 
which they had made, were ſo lean and weak 
chat they. were with difficulty kept alive. The 
fleſh however of - theſe cattle diſtributed with 
great oeconomy without ' bread and without 
falt prevented the army from dying with hun- 
ger on this dreadful rout, where the troops 
were almoſt always in the water paſſing over 
thoſe long moraſſes, and where their miſery 
was increaſed by not finding tolerable water to 
Before his Majeſty began his rout on that 
fide, he had ordered Major-General Lagercrona 
to go before with ſome” thouſand men, and

had entered into with Sweden; fearing, no doubt, 
leſt ſome other ſhould prevent him, and then 
he ſhould have no favour to expect at the Czarꝰs 
bands.

At the approach of the ſpring the King aſ- 
fembled his army between the rivers of Pſoll 
and Worſtla, both which empty themſelves into 
the Dnieper or Boriſthenes. At the fame time 
he inveſted Pultowa with a party of his foot, 
whilſt the horſe were ordered to encamp ſeveral 
regiments together for the conveniency of fo- 
rage at ſome leagues diſtance from Pultowa. 
It was the King's maxim rarely to encamp his 
army together. The Ruſſians on the coo, 
tho? five times ſtronger than we were, had ne- 
ver the courage to divide their camps; but held 
themſelves always together, forming but one 
body of an army, and taking care to be well

The reaſon which induced his Majeſty to en- 
camp his troops commonly in ſeveral ſmall bo- 
dies, at a little diſtance from each other, was 
to keep his camps clean and free from conta- 
gious diſtempers, which generally attend armies 
that are long ſnut up in one camp.

Count Rhernſchild, finding the enemy he 
already paſſed the river, and began to entrenc 
themſelves, reſolved to attack them inſtantly, b 
fore they had time to fortify themſelves bette 
but having few foot with him, he diſmounte 
his dragoons, and ſo marched to the enemy, 
foot and diſmounted dragoons being interline 
with the horſe, Juſt as he was on the point of bt 
ginning the action, he received the fatal news 
his meaſures, and obliged him to rejoin 
King with all his troops, not knowing wh 
was the true ſtate of his condition. THis retre 
of the Count's, gave the Ruſſians an opportunit 
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o perfect their works, and aggravated the ill 
MW fcuation of our affairs; for it was this very en- 
renchment which the King cauſed to be at- 
Shag the day of that bloody battle which 
The enemy*s army conſiſted of eighty thou- 
and regular troops, twenty thouſand Coſſacks, 
nd as many Calmucks. Ours amounted to no 
more than twenty thouſand men, including the 
wounded and the ſick, of which latter we had 
great number who had loſt their limbs with 
the extremity of the cold, and were by that 
means incapacitated for ſervice. 
E have above obſerved, that when his Ma- 
eſty left Saxony, his army was compoſed of 
twenty-eight regiments, none of which had been 
recruited during two ſubſequent campaigns, in 
which they had maintained the ſh and moſt 
terrible war which is perhaps Wy read of in 
hiſtory, When Count Lowenhaupt joined us,

This battle was fought. on the rwenty-cighth 
of June, O. S. and which is ſomething remark- 
able, on the ſame ſpot where formerly Ediga, 
one of Tamerlane's Generals, had torally NY 
the army of Withfold, Great Duke of 22 
, oth ens Es 

When this battle begun, the Ruſſans had 
pot only perfected their grand entrenchment, 
but had raiſed a great number of redoubts, 
at the head thereof; under cover of which, they 
mtended to carry on their approaches home. ta 
the beſieged town. Between. theſe redoubts, 
which were well furniſhed with men, and the 
entrenchment, the Czar had encamped all his 
horſe, while his foot lay covered behind the Ines, 
which. were guarded by a numerous artillery, ;-. 

As ſoon as the King ſaw their deſign, he 


drew all his army into one camp. near Pulfowa, 


having the town on one ſide, and the Raſian 
entrenchment on the other, and a. little village 
called Satie, which hath a better title to give 
name to this famous battle than Pullod, by 
which it is commonly called. His Majeſty 
left the detachments which were poſted along 
the Yor /ela, to the Boriſthenes, in the ſituation 
wherein 1 have above deſcribed them. 
Dojing little time that the whole army 
kept together, the enemy made two attempts 
with cer horſe to fall on our camp; but te- 
treated haſtily each time behind their redoubts, 


as ſoon as they ſaw our Picket mounted. g o at-

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in their foraging, by the Ruſſians, who never 
failed to harraſs them on thoſe occaſions, tho! 
they always drove them back with great vigour 
behind their redoubts. Eight days before the 
action, the King being impatient to put an end 
to theſe ſkirmiſhes by a general and deciſive 
battle, brought all the army out of their camp, 
and ranged them in a line of battle, making 
a feint o 8 the enemy; but it was poſt- 
poned that day, for I know not what reaſon. 

Some have ſaid, that the enemy intended ta 
attack us that day; but finding our army draw iſ 
8 fine order to receive them, they 
withdrew behind their entrenchments. At laſt, 
on the twenty-eighth of Fune O. S. this great 
battle was fought, which will be always memo 
rable, by the extraordinary inequality between 
the armies, and which notwithſtanding all poſ- 
ſible diſadvantage on our fide, would nc 
vertheleſs have ſucceeded happily, if the King 
had not been wounded, and if ſome of our Ge 
nerals had better performed their duty. 

His Majeſty drew up the army early in bet. 
talia, amounting at the utmoſt to no more than 
ten or twelve thouſand men, We left ſome of 
our regiments behind to block up Pultews, 
ſeveral others were placed for a guard over the 
baggage, and ſome were ordered to remain wit 
Mazeppa and the artillery, to preſerve then 
from the inſults of the Coſſacks, Ruſſians, and 
Calmucks, who during the action, made tuo 
attacks on the b age and. on the cannon, but 
were repulſed time with little difficulty o 
Joſs 'on our ee. . 

The battle was now begun, and that wit

Roos, who was now too ſenſible of the enor⸗ 
mous error he had made, and not knowing 
how he might rejoin, his Majeſty, Rad de- 
tachef Captain Funck to diſcover whether 
thoſe were not the King's troops, which were 
advancing at a diſtance, and which were in- 
deed thoſe under Renſel, in full march to in. 
cloſe him. Funck, who miſtook them for Swedes

To confeſs the truth however; we ſuffered 
ſufficiently by the conſequences of this ro 
for it occaſioned. the loſs of Revel, of Riga, and 
the reſt of. Livonia, which the enemy conquered 
with great caſe, by reaſon of the plague which 
cauſed a general deſolation, and we may truly 
lay that fortune hath miraculouſly ſeconded: the 
Czar,in all his enterprizes; but no one can a- 
Ene without. blinding himſelf, to all. thoſe diſ- 

advantages which have been placed to our ac- 
count, by reaſon of the battle of Pultoma. The

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1709. cient valour, nor the reputation of her arms 
tee judgment of which we leave to poſterity. 

The Muſcovites were not better ſoldiers at 
the battle of Pultowa, than they had been the 
preceding year at that of Holofziny nor can any 
one ſay, that they have become braver ſince that 
time. This laſt action was not leſs wonderful 
in its kind, than the battle of Narva; and the 
King gave here very ſenſible tokens of his 
powerful genius for war. 

On the twenty-ninth of June, old ſtyle, 
Charles XII. arrived with his army on the 
banks of the Boriſtbenes; the whole amounted, 
including the ſick, maimed and wounded, to 
about ſixteen thouſand men; the reſt having 
been killed or taken priſoners in the battle. 

We had not one General killed, but ſix Co- 

lonels met with that fate; the firſt was Count 
Torſtenſon, Colonel of the regiment of horſe 
of Nyland; he was a young Nobleman of about 
thirty-three years of age, but already conſum- 
mate in the art of war, and had beſides a 
cultivated genius : if he had lived longer, he 
would have equalled if not ſurpaſſed his grand- 
father the Great Leonard Torſtenſon, who was a 
Velt-Marſhal of the Swediſh armies in our wars 
with Germany, The young Count had ſerved 
ever ſince he was fifteen years of age in the 
Saxon troops in Hungary. The King knowing 
his merit, had truſted him with a ſeparate body 
of ſeveral regiments from the time we had en- 
tered the Ukrain; and he gave proofs on all 

occaſions of a conduct worthy a great 
till he gloriouſly loſt his life at this battle. 

The other Colonels killed in the field, were 
Stiernhok, who commanded the regiment of 
Upland; Siegroth, who had the Dabl-Carlers; 

Ulfsparre, 
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Ulfsparre, of the Weſtrogoths ; Weydenheim, of 1 709. 
that of Sudermand; Rank, of the regiment of wymnd 


Calmar ; and, Buchwald, of that of Fonkio- 
ping; all foot. ; 

Amongſt thoſe of the Court and Chancery 
Mr. Olof Hermelin, Counſellor of the Chan- 
cery, a man of great abilities; Guſtavus Ad- 
lerfelt, and Hirſchenſtierna, Secretary to the 
King, were all killed on the ſpot. 

We long hoped that Hermelin was not dead, 
but that he had been taken priſoner. | It is cer- 
tain that his name was in the firſt liſt of pri- 
ſoners which the Czar ſent to King Auguſtus, 
with his relation of this battle; but in all the 
others he is reckon*d amongſt the dead. It is 
however pretty extraordinary, that three prieſts. 
radi to have buried him, and each of 
them in a different place; it is probable, that 
they were all deceived, the great heat having 
cauſed the bodies of all thoſe who were killed 
to ſwell ſo violently, that their . faces could 
not be known. Whilſt I was a priſoner in 
Muſcovy-in the year 1713, a Coſſack Colonel 
aſſured me, that he had ſpoke to Hermelin in 
1712, through a hole if; a 27 dungeon, in 
a little town ſituated between the Ukrain and 
the City of Moſcow, the name of which I have 
forgotten, _ Se KP 5 

Amongſt the priſoners of diſtinction, were 
Count Piper, Count Rheinſcbild, the Prince of 
Wurtenberg, the Major-Generals Sch/ippenbach, 
Roos, Stakelberg and Hamilton. | 

Major-General Meyerfeld, - who is actually 
now Velt-Marſhal, Senator and Governor of 

Pomerania, had the misfortune ſome months 
before the fiege of Pultowa to break his leg: 
he obtained a paſſport of -the Czar to paſs 
rg Q 3 ſafely 
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1 709. ſafely through Poland, in caſe he "ſhould fall 
ISR into the hands of fome party of Ruſſians or con- 


federated Poles, and — deſigned to go into 
Germany in order to get himſelf cured. Upon 
the ſtrength. of this paſſport his Majeſty ſent 
him from Stara-Zianſcara, which is ficuated 
between Pultotwa and the Boriſtbenes, where he 
had been poſted to demand of the Czar ſome 
particulars which I do not now call to mind; 
all this did not prevent Meyerfeld from being 
put under arreſt: The Czar pretending, that as 
the . had been given ſome time before 

ttle, it could not be of any validity; 
8 he was preſently releaſed on his parole; 
but on condition he would ſend back in his 
place ſome: Kal General made priſoner by: 
our troops. 

On the Bari ck Charles XV. halted, with 
the remains of his army; near a town-.called 
Perevalocſna, Weiz the H/ or fila empties itſelf 
into the Boriſthenes : His Majeſty's 2 
being immediately to paſs the Wor Bla, which is, 
not very wide in this place, and to attend on 
the other ſide of the river the motions: of the 
Ruſſians, if they, had any inclination to _— 
us, and afterwards to take the road of the 
Crim. This project was the more eaſy to be 
executed, as we had with the baggage not only 
ſufficient horſes for all the foot, but Hewiſe for 
all the ſervants, boys and ſutlers. 

The King having taken this reſolution, or- 
dered all the baggage to be burnt, and all the 


- ammunition-bread, conſiſting of large biſkets, 


to be diſtributed amongſt eue ſoldiers, with 
which every. regiment was provided for ſax. 
weeks, The military cheſts, which were guarded 
* ſeveral vin W were to be 8 into

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two places, and the money diſtributed among the 1 709, 
officers to ſerve them in caſe of need, and which 
were to be placed to the account of the wages 
which were due to them. 

After his Majeſty had given out theſe or- 
ders, the Generals of. the army came to him, 
and deſired him with the moſt earneſt entreaty, 
to convey his ſacred perſon to a place of ſafety, 
repreſenting to him the danger. of his. wound, 
which would not permit — 4 to follow the ar- 
my and ſupport fatigue. They promiſed him 
on their ſide punctually to execute all his or- 
ders, ee he would ſecure himſelf from 
thoſe dangers to which the army muſt be ex- 
poſed. Theſe intreaties prevailed on the King, 
who at laſt determined to paſs the Boriſthenes , 
hut before his departure, he expreſſy enjoined 
Lowenhaupt to follow in every circumſtance 
thoſe orders which he had given for a retreat 
towards the Crim. 

After the King had made all theſe diſpofi- 
tions, he paſſed the Boriſthenes about midnight, 
having with him the regiment of foot of Suder- 
manland, which had been in the trenches before 
Pultowa, during the battle. The detachment 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Funk, which had been 
poſted at Belitz; and that of Lieutenant-Colo- 
| hd Sil, 12 which had been poſted as we 

have ſaid before near Perevolocſua, likewiſe at- 
tended his Majeſty. The regiment of Suder- 
manland amounted to two hundred men, Funk*s 
detachment to eight hundred, and that under 
Silfwerhielm to five hundred ; beſides theſe, 
the Drabans, with the Einſpanners commanded, 
by Andrep, alſo followed his Majeſty. Several 
Generals and Officers, amongſt whom ſome 
were wounded, were named by the King to.

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1709, follow him, together with the Court, Chancery 
ec. The General or Hetiman Mazeppa had 


already paſſed the riyer with a good number of 
Coſſacks. e 

Count Lowenbaupt, who had received his or- 
ders with full power to act as he found it moſt 
convenient for the ſervice of his King and 
Country, had with him no more than two 
Major-Generals, Creutz and Cruus, when the 
King quitted the army, his Majeſty having 
taken the reſt with him. | | 

The King had no ſooner paſſed the Bor:i/- 
thenes, than his orders for immediately burning 
the baggage and diſtributing the money, were 
no more thought of. As the troops were ex- 
tremely fatigued, they went quietly to repoſe 
themſelves, as ſoon as the guards and N 
were placed for the ſecurity of the army. 

The next morning they were awaken'd by 
the Knees Menzikof, who had followed us at 
the head of all the Muſcovite horſe, and driven 
our. pickets and advanced guards from the 
hill where they were poſted z I ſay hill, becauſe 
the army was encamped in a valley near the 
Boriſt henes.

I have ſaid above, that the army, including the 
ſick and wounded, might have amounted before 
the King's departure to ſixteen thoufand men,

In this manner we arrived on the eleventh of 
. Tuly at the Boriſtbenes, near a little town cal. 
led Perewoloczna, which the enemy had burnt; 
his Majeſty was of opinion inſtantly to paſs the 
Worſkla, which was neither wide nor deep in 
this place, and to march with the army to- 
wards the Crim: but his wound hindering 
him from ſupporting the fatigue, and being 
beſides abſolutely incapable of bearing his hor, 
he yielded to the entreaties of his Generals, who 
begged him to ſecure his ſacred perſon, whill 
they would punctually execute his orders with

The King now took a reſolution to paſs the 
Boriſthenes, giving orders to about one thou- 
ſand horſe and foot, without reckoning. the 
Drabans, the Einſpanners, the Court, the Chan- 
cery and the Coſſacks, to follow him throug| 
the Deſarts into Turi; but as he had neither 
ſufficient boats. nor wood to build them, be 
found himſelf, very much embaraſſed on thi 
account.

vas ſo wide in this part, that we were an hour 
at leaſt in paſſing and repaſſing. 

The horſes which we wanted were carried 
over in great numbers by the current, and as 
we took great care to put thaſe at their head 
which were the beſt experienced ſwimmers; 
the others followed them ſo well, that they all 
arrived at the other fide. The Tartarian koeſe 
did us good ſervice on this occaſion, as did the 
Coſſacks; for as many of them were very good 
ſmmmers, they ſtripped themſelves naked, and 
throwing themſelves without ſaddles on their 
galloways, they encouraged a great number of 
the horſes to follow them ; and when thoſe on 
which they were mounted were tired, they 
threw themſelves into the water and ſwam by 
their ſides, holding them at the ſame time by 
their bridles, In this manner, theſe people 
paſſed over a great number of horſes without 
much labour, which would have given us a 
great deal of trouble, if we had been obliged 
to make them all fwim by the ſides of the boats 
or canoes. 

As to the baggage, no one took more with 
him than was neceſſary ; and they only carried 
over a few caleſhes, which were well tied to- 
gether on the canoes, to ſerve for his Majeſty, 
old Mazeppa and ſome Coſſack Ladies. 

Mazeppa went over about ſix in the evening, 
but his Majeſty did not paſs the river till the 
middle of the night between the eleventh and 
twelfth of Z#ly, in a canoe, having ſome ſer- 
vants with him, after giving orders to Count 
Lowenbaupt to burn all the baggage of the 

army, and to march towards the Crim. As 
Mazeppa had left behind him two e 
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1709. full of ducats, his Majeſty ſent Mr. Neupe. 
| [ keny—d baver" in the night, to fetch them; who ben 
| returned with-this money, which was afterward 
| of great aſſiſtance to us. 
| In the mean while the enemy having pur 
| ſued our army; Count Lowenhaupt, inſtead of 
| executing his Majeſty's commands, ſurrender'd 
himſelf by capitulation, againſt che repreſents 
tions of moſt of the Officers in the army. 

We had notice ever ſince the morning of 
the arrival of the Muſcovites, by the repon 
of the fire which we heard far off, and about 
noon we were informed by the return of ou 
laſt boats, that Menzikof was poſted with al 
his horſe near our camp, and that he 

to be ſoon joined by the foot. We noy 
thought the battle inevitable, not knowing an 
thing of the meaſures which Zowenbaupt ws 
taking towards a capitulation, nor of his reſolution 
to ſurrender. That the enemy might be pre. 
vented from immediately purſuing us, his Majeſty 
ordered all the boats to be deſtroyed, to prevent 
the enemy from making uſe of them. 

By theſe meaſures we ſecured our ſelves for 
ſome days from the purſuit of the Ruſſian; 
but we had other enemies to combat with, 
which were the deſart, hunger, thirſt, the heat 
of the days and the cold of the nights which 
equally threatned us with deſtruction; As this 
deſart which we were to paſs was of à vaſt ex. 
tent, and almoſt every where without water ; 
we ſurveyed our ſituation with horror in ſo hot 
a ſeaſon, and where we were in want of ever 


thin 
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In this ſad condition we begun our march 1509. WW 
the twelfth, of Fuly, new ſtile. All the army = | 


was on horſeback except the King, who was in 
a little Tartar chaiſe, reſembling our caleſhes : 
This Prince had on his fide Major-General 
Hard, who had been wounded at the battle of 
Pultowa. Mazeppa was in a coach with ſome 
Coſſack Ladies. A profound ſilence reign'd 


every where, and no one knew which way to 


turn in order to paſs the deſart; the troops 
were at length divided into two columns, the 
one of which being compoſed of Swedes, fol- 
lowed his Majeſty 3 and the other, conſiſting of 
Coſſacks and Valoches, had Mazeppa at their 
head. | | 
The deſart, which we were to pals, is cal- 
led by the neighbouring people, which are the 
Poles, Tartars and Coſſacks, Dzike-Pole. The 
land is at firſt of a marſhy kind in ſome places 
and covered with reeds, afterwards it becomes 
more dry and ſandy; but at laſt preſents the 
proſpect of an open Champaign, without trees, 
and covered with graſs: here and there are 
ſome hills, on which there are excellent pa- 

ſtures. 5 
We ſoon found a road, which leads towards 
the Frontiers of the Palatinate of Braclau, but 
we quitted it to march directly a- croſs the de- 
fart towards Turky, without ſeeing the leaſt 
path through which men had ever paſſed. 
However, our Coſſacks conducted us like Pi- 
lots in an open ſea, and knew all the vales 
and rivulets, and all the moraſſes which lay 
in our way. Mazeppa himſelf was not 
ignorant of any part of this defart, having 
often croſſed it with the Coſſacks in the 
laſt war between Ruſſia and the Turks, *

Theſe guides conducted the Swelles in ſuch 
a manner, that the two columns which took 
different roads joined the firſt evening near 4 
moraſs covered with reeds ; here the men and 
Horſes refreſhed themſelves, after having hor- 
ribly ſuffered for wont of water during the ex- 
tream heat of the day. They now laid aſide 
all delicacy, and their thirſt ſurmounting theit 
diſguſt, each ſatisfied himſelf with drinking this 
troubled and muddy water, with which ſome 
of them filled bottles for the next day, out 
guides having aſſured us that we ſhould not 
find any more in a great way. As to the 
horſes, we turned them to graze; but the men 
ſuffered through the want of proviſions : and 
what incommoded us moſt in this rout, was, 
that we were continually obliged to remain 
in the open air, there being neither hut nor 
cottage in theſe parts. It may be not im- 
1 to mention, that there is neither wood nor 
e in this deſart, but towards the evening 
we could ſhelter our ſelves from the ſun behind 
the hills, which are pretty large in ſome places. 
The reſt of the day we were expoſed to the 
fiery rays of the ſun; which darted perpendicu- 
larly on our heads in this vaſt champaign. 
After our horſes had foraged, we gave one 
another the ſignal without making uſe of trum- 
—_ and afterwards contihued our march as 
ore till midnight, when we halted to give 
our horſes ſome reſt, which were much fatigued 
and very hungry; however; we could not fuffer 


them to graze during the night, left they ſhould 
run 
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run away, which would have obliged great part 1509. 
of our men to walk on foot, and would have 
rendered our ſituation yet more melancholy ; 
ſome however being overcome with fatigue, 
having diſmounted to take a little ſleep, their 
horſes taking the advantage of that time to 
graze, ſome of them ran away, and left their 
riders in a moſt dreadful perplexity. After 
two hours repoſe we renewed our march the 
thirteenth of Fuly, at two in the morning: If 
we had ſuffered in the day through the violent 
heat, we underwent in the night beſides our fa- 
tigue as piercing and extraordinary cold, which 
laſted rill the ſun appeared on the horizon; 
and we remark'd on this occaſion, that the 
cold was the moſt violent an hour before ſun- 
riſing, but as ſoon as the ſun began to dart his 
* we preſently felt their force, and at the end 
of an hour or two the heat became ſo exceſſive, 
that as we had during the night great difficulty 
to preſerve our ſelves from the cold, ſo no 
clothes were thin enough for the immoderate 
heat of the day. However, as diſagreeable as theſe 
two oppoſite extremes were, eſpecially the heat, 
which was not qualified by the leaſt breath of 
air; we had reaſon to thank God that the 
ſeaſon was not rainy, for in that caſe we could 
not have reſiſted the fatigue, and ſhould very 
likely have periſhed all together. 

We continued our march quietly till noon, 
when we came to a water, which obliged us to 
ſtop to give ſome paſture to our horſes, which 
was very good in this part, and the water bet- 
ter than that of the preceding day, which at- 
forded us great ſupport. 
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1709. As to proviſions, the greater part of our 
Wa people were without them; notwithſtanding 


which they reſolutely held out, with having re-

courſe to food which could not but be in the a 
higheſt degree diſtaſteful. Some Tartars only, 4 
who were uſed to eat horlſe-fleſh, cut the throats 0 
of thoſe horſes which were unable to keep up, 80 
and dreſſed them in their own way; they choſe 1 
out the beſt bits, which they dried by the ſun, * 
or elſe laid them under their ſaddle to make il ®* 
them more tender and eaſy to digeſt, which W 
ſort of food their hunger made them eat with N 
the greateſt appetite in the world.

As for the ſheep, ſome of our men 
purſued them and killed ſome of them, the 
Coſſacks having aſſured us that they were very 

good to eat, and they came to us very agreeably, 
in our preſent. ſcarcity; but the chief queſtion 
was, how to dreſs them: for the vaſt deſart did 
not produce a ſingle ſtick of wood, with which 
we might make a fire. However, as neceſſity 
z the mother of invention, we thought on a 
way, which was to. make uſe of horſe-dung, 
which we dried in the ſun, and afterwards burnt 
to roaſt our. game with ; tho* the heat of this 


fire was not ſufficient to make the fleſh of our

ſheep very tender, yet thoſe who eat thereof

Peaſant, who. drove a waggon loaded with ſalt, 


in order to convey it to the Ukrain; and as 


we were in want of it, and did not care it 
ſhould fall into the enemy's hands, they ſpared 
the Peaſant the. trouble of carrying his .charge 
any further, by immediately buying it as well 


as his horſes. 


The Efrcenth of Fah, we paſſed through a 


The ſcarcity of proviſion was ſtill very great, 


as hunger encreaſed more and more, it at 


laſt obliged ſeveral of our men to accom 
the Tartars in eating horſe-fleſh ; and . 


all our men from the firſt to the laſt had re- 


courſe to this food, although they had yet ſome 
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1709. victuals left; but they conceaPd it, for fear of 
having unwiſhed-for gueſts to partake of it. 

In the mean time we approached the frontiers 
of Turky, altho* it was difficult to diſtinguiſh 
it in theſe deſarts. The Coſſacks informed us, 
that it begun above half way between the Bo. 
riſthenes and the Bog. And as we were igno- 
rant in what manner we ſhould be received 
there with ſo great a number of men, his Ma. 
jeſty had already ſent General Poniatoſſſti with 
the Secretary Klinkoſtrom, to the Governour of 
Oczakow, to give him notice of his arrival, and 
to defire him to take care that when the King 
came to the Bog, every thing ſhould be ready 
for him to paſs it, with all his men; and that 
they might have proviſion there, which he 
would buy with ready money. | | 
The Baſhaw, or Governour, immediately an. 
ſwered, that without an expreſs order from the 

Grand Seignor, he could not agree to the King's 
paſſing; but upon the reiterated remonſtrances 
of Pontatoffti, who in a very lively manner re- 
preſented to him that there was not a mo- 
ment's time to be loft, he was pleaſed without 
delay to ſend the King's letters by water to 
Conſtantinople. To theſe letters he joined hi 
own repreſentations, and at the ſame time {ent 
a courier to the Baſhaw or Seraſkier of Bender, 
to ask his advice how to act on this important 
occaſion, till he had received an anſwer from 
Conſtantinople, which might arrive in four ot 
five days, if the wind was favourable, Oczatou 
being ſituated upon the Black Sea. © © 
The Seraſkier anſwer'd him, that he had no- 
thing to do, but to furniſh us with proviſions fu 
ready money, and to keep, all the barks and 
men in readineſs to convey the King _—_ the 
FI 3 or 
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Bog; time being extremely precious, as he knew 1709. 
the Ruſſians had paſſed the Boriſtbenes in order. 


to —.— his Majeſty. 

oniatoſſti and Klinkoſtrom came back with 
this news, but they did not yet know the Se- 
raſkier of Bender*s anſwer, which we afterwards 
learned, whilft we yet kept on our way. We 
arrived in a place, where the ground being ex- 
tremely ſandy and dry, the paſture was worth 
nothing ; there was alſo in this country a river, 
which was the only one we had ſeen ſince the 
Boriſthenes, it was called Ingulet Weliki, that 
is to ſay, the Great, to diſtinguiſh it from ano- 
ther river which runs more to the left, and 

which is called Ingulet Malinki, or the Little. 
WMWe left the river on our right, and continu- 
ing our march from it, we ſet up our little camp 
a league from the Bog, where we found water 
enough; but its not being freſh, was a great in- 
conveniency to both men and horſes. As we 
were very induſtrious in ſearching for freſhwater, 
our Coſſacks, who were always in motion, and 
who were perfectly acquainted with the coun- 
„ had the good fortune to diſcover a fountain 
of excellent water, at a ſmall diſtance from the 
camp?. As it was feared ſo great a number of 
men would ſoon drain the ſpring, centinels 
were poſted there to keep order, and that the 
King might always have water freſh and pure. 
The. horſes, beſides their bad paſture, were 
ſtill forced to drink dirty water, which tool

Here we ſaw wolves all among us, one of 
which of a prodigious ſize paſſed through the 
middle of our men, and had the good fortune 
to eſcape them; and having ſpread a terror 
through all our men, he had full time to get 
out of danger. 


We were already on the frontiers of Turky, 


which country increaſed in beauty the farther 


we advanced; We were told that in this de- 
licicus country there are whole fields covered 
with wild melons; and we met with ſome 
fields full of wild white cabbages. Notwith- 
ſtanding - all theſe advantages of the moſt fruit- 
ful ground in the world, this Country is a de- 
fart as far as the Bog, and there is not even the 


leaſt ſign that it has ever been inhabited . 


m We have great reaſon 
to Admire the incomprehen- 
fible and profound wiſdom, 


With which God has diſ- 


tributed the parts of this 
world, and given to men 
ſo many wild end unfruit- 
ful countries; whete they 
are obliged with inceſſant 
labour to get their bread, 
which often is not ſufficient 
to nouriſh them all. Whilſt 
ſo many great and vaſt pro- 
vinces, the moſt, fruitful 
and delightful, remain un- 
inhabited and uncultivated. 
This deſart is certainly in 
the number of / thefe laſt 
countries, it remains un- 
tilled; not becauſe there 
is any impaſſibility of its

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After repoſing ſome hours in this place, we 150g. 
continued our march the ſixteenth of Fuly to- 


ſome few lea of the 
Euxin ſea, ee but 
they have alſo a favourable 
means of carrying on a 
commerce advantageouſl 
by the communication wit 
the Euxin, otherwiſe called 
the Black Sea. 

As to wood, which is the 
principal want in this fine 
country, it might eaſily be 
brought by two ways; name- 
ly, by the Boriſthenes and 
the Sea : ſo that this coun- 
try might become a great 
and important rincipal 
if any one would undertake 
to cultivate it. Altho' we 
cannot penetrate into the 
reaſon why ſo many hundred 
thouſand men, do not en- 
deayour to this day to ſup- 
ply their wants by the poſ- 
feifion of this fruitful ſitua- 
tion, we may nevertheleſs 
alledge ſome probable rea- 
ſons why the — 
people would never eſtabli 
there. | 

The firſt is, the want of 

and water, two things 
ifficult to be had in this 
art. The ſecond is the 
idltzeſs and natural ftupi- 
dity of theſe people, who 
not only want induſtry, 
but give themſelves no man- 
ner of trouble to render 
life convenient and agree- 
able. The third, is the 
largeneſs of the neigh- 


bouring countries, the pro-

portion of their extent 
E ſurpaſſing the num- 

er of the inhabitants; fo 
that there remain places un- 
cultivated there. The U- 
train, for example, is a 
country of ſuch a vaſt ex- 
tent, that it is not only in 
a condition plentifully to 
feed its inhabitants, but alſo 
produces enough beſides to 


aſſiſt all its neighbours. 


Fourthly, they are not in 
the wrong who impute the 
cauſe of this negligence to 
the ancient Scythians, | mean 
the European Scythians, who 
according to Quintus Cur- 
tius inhabited from the left 
of Thrace, which is at pre- 
ſent called Romania, and 
where Conflantinople is ſi-

Theſe Scythians 


never fixing any bounds be- 
tween their lands, and con- 


ſequently having nothing

other, with their wives, 
children and cattle, It is

We incamped in a fine meadow along 


the river, but there was very little refreſhment 
there, for want of freſh water: for althoꝰ there 


is ſome, yet many leagues from thence as far 


of this country uncultivated 
and in the ſame condition 
in which they found it, at 
the ſame time ' preſerved 
ſome remains of the Scy- 
thian ancient manner of 
living. The Zaporovians, 
for example, to this day 
inhabit only in holes under 
ground, or in tents made 
of felt, that they might 
be the more eaſily carried 
trom one place to another, 
living only upon their cat- 
tle, game and fiſh ; whence 
it is eaſy to conclude, why 
this delightful country has 
hitherto remain'd a defart 
on the Northern fide, and 
why it ſhould always re- 
main in this condition, if 
2 conſiders the genius of 

e neighbourin le, 
which — one fade — . 
Tartars. Fifthly, the rea- 
ſon why the Southern part 
of this country is not in- 


habited by the Turks to 


whom it belongs, is the 
ſame we alledged in the 
third place, namely, the 


| _ 94 of their country, 
a 


the ſcarcity of men ; 
which appears more eſpe- 


cially in crofling this coun- 
try from the Bog, as far as 


the Mieter, where there 
are vaſt deſarts which are 
entirely uninhabited, altho? 


the fituation is both agree- 
able and ſafe. 

As to the Poles, who 
border on the Weſtern fide, 
no neceſſity has yet obliged 
them to quit their own 
fruitful and fine country; 
and which is able very 

lentifullyto maintain them, 
in ſearch of a. new one. 
Towards the Eaſt this de- 
ſart has only the Black- 
ſea, which bounds it on 
that fade. But one cannot 
well decide, if - it would be 
uſeful and profitable to a 
diſtant and polite nation, 
and who know the art of 
eſtabliſhing themſelves in an 
advantageous manner, to 
ſend. colonies into a coun- 
try ſurrounded by robbers, 
Barbarians, and by people 
who are conſtrained by 
neither laws nor manners; 
it would be, I ſay, difficult 
to decide this queſtion, at 
leaſt unleſs it was firſt 

ranted that this Colony 

d be protected by a 
formidable and neighbour- 
ing power; and that by 
the help of this protection 
it might place itſelf in ſuch 
a ſituation - as to fear no- 
thing, and even make uſe 
of it as a barrier againſt 
the dreadful power of the

as the Black Sea, the river had nevertheleſs al- 1 709. 
ready taken the muddy taſte, As to the. 


breadth of this river, which riſes far off in Po- 
dolia, and which is navigable in Poland, it is a 
good quarter of a league in this place. The 
Turks already expected us there with impa- 
tienoe, that they might ſell their proviſions z 
their greedineſs after money made them, as ſoon 
as they perceived us on the oppoſite ſhore, row 
with all their ſtrength to join us. 

It is eaſy to gueſs with what eagerneſs men 
almoſt famiſhed waited their arrival. As it 
was to be feared there would be great diſor- 
ders, the King placed guards near the river to 
prevent any confuſion when the barks drew to 
the ſhore ; and to take care that his Majeſty 
and his Court were firſt ſerved. 

The Turks at their arrival knew very. well 
how to turn this impatience to their profit, and 
they made an advantage, like Fews, of the 
condition they ſaw us in; and particularly 
when they ſaw we gave them money, without 
even agreeing on the price of their proviſion, 
which they diſtributed to the poor famiſhed 
Swedes, juſt as they thought proper. How- 
ever, they were very well contented on both 
ſides, the Turks that they made a good mar- 
ket of us, and the Swedes that they had ſatiſ- 
hed the moſt preſſing hunger. 

The proviſion which they brought us con- 
ſiſted in ſheep, fowls, fiſh, bread, biſcuits, 1555 
ſeveral ſorts of wine, ſpice, wood, Sc. The 
ſheep were large, beautiful and extremely fat; 
the fowls reſembled the common ſort; the 
bread and the biſcuit was very well baked, and 
of a good taſte, and the figs were neither freſh 
nor whole, but cut, candied, and faſtened If 

e 
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1709. the dozen to ſtalks of ftraw, which we bought 
ct firſt at a groat a dozen; but afterwards for 


the ha.f of that price. 

As to wine, they brought us different ſorts ; 
bur the greateſt part was the wine of the Crim, 
very heady, not agreeable, and a little upon 
the red. They alſo brought us another fort, 
which they ſaid was Greek wine; and that it 
was as ſtrong as that of the Crim, but it was in- 
finitely more agreeable. Theſe two ſorts of 
wine were not ſo dear in proportion as the o- 

eee It was nevertheleſs neceſſary 

to take great care, becauſe it was eaſy to be 
overcome with the ſtrength of theſe wines, and 
even before the thirſt was quenched. Our men, 
who were very dry, felt the bad effects of it, 
which at the firſt cauſed ſome diſorder. We 
found afterwards that this drink was not only 
incapable of quenching thirſt, but even aug- 
mented it; for which reaſon we ceaſed buying 
it. The ſheep and the wood was reſerved for 
the King, who had ſcarce eat any thing hot all 
the time we were in the deſart. 

We had ſome difficulty in dealing with the 
Turks, becauſe we had no knowledge of either 
their money. or their language, having no body 
amongſt us who could ſpeak it. Fhey brought 
with them a Jeu, who ſerved for an interpreter; 
but what ſignifies one man amongſt fo many 
people, where the croud and confuſion was ſo 
great? Their ſmall money conſiſted moſtly in 
a/pres and paraſi, of which they talked much; 
and ours were gros and copekes, having with 
us in ſmall filver only theſe two ſorts ; the for- 
mer German, and the latter Ruſlan. As the 
copekes were extremely ſmall, the Turks hr 
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made ſome difficulty of taking them; but the 1509. 
Few having inſtructed them in the Saxon coin, 
and particularly the drittels or German florins, 
they took them with pleaſure; becauſe they 
ſhould get a great deal afterwards, by either 
melting or changing them. However, the du- 
cats pleaſed them better than any other ſort of 
coin, and they even begged us to be provided 
with them; for altho? afterwards each man 
ſtood on his guard, we were nevertheleſs ob- 
liged greatly to give way to the avarice of the 
urks, who let flip no opportunity of crying 
up the value of their goods, and of ſelling them 
as dear as poſſibly they could. 
As his Majeſty did not take ſo much care of 
himſelf as of his poor ſoldiers, he cauſed both 
bread and meat to be diſtributed amongſt 
them; giving orders that oxen, ſheep and o- 
ther food, ſhould be bought to refreſh them. 
A Turk coming forward at the beginning with 
2 ſheep and ſome other proviſion which he pre- 
ſented to the King, this Prince ordered hi 
twelve ducats; which being reported to the 
others, they came in crouds from all parts, 
and laid at his feet all the beſt they had to re- 
gale him. His Majeſty ſtill continued to give 
them marks of his liberality, which, joined to 
that grand and majeſtick air which they ſaw 
ſhine in him, immediately inſpired them with 
a veneration for his perſon ; ſo that they are 
very much in the wrong who decry this nation 
| as extremely barbarous : for the Turks eſteem 
| virtue, and ſhew, except ſome few faults, as 
much, and, it may be, more candour, honeſty 
and charity, than many Chriſtian Nations.

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1709. Aas it was not expedient to ſtay long on this 
rw ſide the river, the enemy being in full march 
to overtake us, his Majeſty very much preſſed 
the paſſage, ſending again to the Baſhaw of 
Oczakow.®, to. remind him of executing his 

orders. 

This. Baſhaw did not deny. but that he had 
received: orders from the Seraſkier of Benger, 
concerning the King and a ſmall retinue; but 
he ſaid; that theſe orders made no mention of 
his Majeſty's troops, and conſequently that he 
could;only let the King with ſome domeſticks 
paſs; that he was going to prepare all that 
would be neceſſary for this pai; but for 
the troops. he could not. dif with the 
orders from Conſtantinople. At the. ſame time 
he forbid, under the moſt rigorous puniſhments, 
all the watermen and: merchants -who had 
brought us proviſions, to take any Swede aboard. 
There was only one little bark which was always 
kept in readineſs for the King and ſome few 
neceſlary attendants. ; 

The King ſurprized at the Baſhaw's inter- 
preting the Seraſkier*s orders in this manner, 
declared plainly, that he would not paſs the 
river without all his men, whom he would ne- 
ver abandon; and at the ſame time he ſent the 
Baſhaw word, that when he firſt aſked leave to 
paſs, it was not for himſelf alone, and that 
the Seraſkier's orders, that he ſhould tranſport 
him as ſoon as poſſible, muſt certainly include 
his followers, But it was talking to a man that 
was deaf, who was not at all inclined to fayour 
the Swedes, altho* they did every thing in their 
power to gain him, both by promiſes and pre- 


ſents;

ſents ; which at firſt was all in vain, but after- 
wards upon our giving him a confiderable ſum, 
he conſented to our demand, and even without 
receiving any farther orders from Conſtan- 

gp ooo „ 

The Coſſacks we had amongſt us very much 
augmented his ill humour, and were partly the 
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cauſe he was obſtinate ſo long: for he would 


have been perſuaded in favour of the Swedes 
without our 'being at ſuch an expence, 'if the 
Coffacks, who were always ſuſpected by the 
Turks, and particularly in this country, had not 
been with us. In this dangerous fituation we 
had no'other reſource left, till we had prevailed 
on the Baſhaw, but by great promiſes, to en- 
gage the - merchants to tranſport the ' Swedes. 

e happily perfuaded one, whoſe boat could 


hold fifty, to promiſe to tranſport them the 


next day for two ducats each man. 8 

The Swedes, all men of diſtinction, who had 
bargained for this paſſage, went in the evening 
the ſeventeenth of Fuly into the bark, having 
employed all the day in concluding their bar- 
gain; they ſtayed there all night, that they 
might go upon ſure grounds, and for fear tie 
merchant ſhould change his wind; "bur when 
day broke, the eighteenth of Fil, they "ſaw 
neither the merchant, who had already received 
half the money, nor his rowers :' thoſe who 


were imbarked reſolved to take ſome Swedrh. 


Toldiers to row them over to the other "fide 
without, waiting any longer. When they 
arrived at the middle of the Tiver, the Turk, 


"who was maſter of the bark, mer them, havirig - 


about twenty men with him in his boat, and 
cried out like a fury to the Swedes. to return to 
land, 4nd that” otherwiſe they ſhould inſtantly 

. - | repent 
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1709. repent it. Theſe menaces made no impreſſion 
con the Swedes, and they even continued to row 


towards the oppoſite ſhore. The Turkiſh mer- 
chant to intimidate them, ordered his men to 
make ready to fire; our men at the ſame 
time put themſelves in a poſture of defence, 


and by that means ſtruck ſuch an awe into 


the Muſſulmen that they retreated, and arri- 
ved on the other bank before the Swedes, 
who, being uncertain what the Turks would 
do at their landing, held themſelves in readi- 
neſs for all events, but the affair went better 
than was expected; and except ſome few abuſes, 
which the Swedes pretended not to hear, the 
affair was terminated without their being for- 


ced to come to an engagement. The Turks 


contented themſelves with obliging the Swedes 
preſently to quit the bark, into which they threw 
themſelves with precipitation, and rowed to- 
wards Oczakoww. 

The Swedes who were paſſed over, were very 
glad to find themſelves in a place of ſafety ; 
but they. were very nearly concerned at the fad 
fate of all the reſt, becauſe no Turk durſt ren- 
der them this charitable piece of ſervice to tranf- 
port them, being ſtrictly forbid by the Baſhaw ; 
who however, being gained by money as above 
mentioned, the Turks gave them boats towards 
the evening of the eighteenth of July; and we 
made ſo good uſe of them that day, and the 
next being the nineteenth of Faly, that we paſ- 
ſed over a great number of men, 

As to the King, who had his bark in rea- 
dineſs, he ſtill continued to take care to tranſ- 
port his men, as well to encourage them, as to 
make the Baſhaw fear he ſhould run a great 
riſk if he did not ſpeedily ſend more barks to 

tranſp port 
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tranſport all the reſt. The King appeared fully 1709. 
reſolved to ſtay on that fide, till all his men were 
tranſported. The Turkiſb Governour at laſt ſent 

more barks, but it was too late, the King had 

already paſſed, and the Ryans arriving ſoon 

after, took priſoners all thoſe who remained on 

land. The King's train, after the paſſage, was 
compoſed of the Hettman Mazeppe, the Major- 

Generals Axel-Sparr, Hardb, Lagercrona and Po- x 
niatoffki ; the Colonels Ornſtedt, Hierta and | 9 
Dabldorf; the Lieutenant-Colonels Gyllenkrok, i 
Ebrenſchild, Funk, Silverhielm, Grothuſen and it 
Leyonbrink ; the Adjutant-General Gyllenkla, 
and of ſeveral other officers of diſtinction and 
quality, with the remainder of the Drabans 
and ſome ſoldiers, amounting in all to four 
hundred men, or thereabouts; beſides ſome 
Coflack officers. . | 

As to the Court, it was compoſed of Marſhal 
Düben, the Chamberlains Thornſchold and Kling- 
ſftierna ; the Gentlemen of the Court, Cliſen- 
dorf and Cronmark, Biſhop Malmberg the King's 
confeſſor, who afterwards died at Bender, and 
who had ſucceeded Mr. Nordberg taken 
priſoner at Pultowa; the two maſters of his 
Majeſty's pantry, a butler, a controller, a 
9 ſome under-cooks and butlers, and ſeveral 
foot-men. 

The Chancery was compoſed of Mr, Miller, 
Counſellor to the Chancery; Mr. Fieff, Counſel- 
lor of war; the three Chancellors Bunge, Hylteen, 
and Von Kochen, and ſome Clerks z which in all 
amounted to five or ſix hundred men. | 

The reſt might all have paſſed very eaſily 

m the time we arrived at the Bog, if the 
Baſhaw had not teſtified ſo much ill will towards 
us, and if he had Wenn 

W. 
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' 1509. With the boats which were neceſſary, there be- 
"WYS ing great numbers at Oczakow ; but the ob- 
ſtinacy of this Turk, before he was brought over 
by money, was the cauſe that in the afternoon 
of the nineteenth the Ruſſiaus ſurprized the reſt 
of our men, immediately ſtopt ſome of the 
veſſels, and fired upon thoſe who at their ar- 
rival quitted the ſhore to croſs the river. 
As the Swedes were not able to oppoſe for- 
ces ſo much ſuperiour, they were ſoon obliged 
to ſurrender themſelves priſoners; but as to the 
Coſſacks who knew the country perfectly well, 
they ſaved themſelves by croſſing the deſart, and 
were not long purſued by the Ruſfians, who be- 
ing fatigued as well as the Swedes, were not in 
à condition to overtake them. Beſides, the 
Ruſſians had already ſufficiently violated the 
Turkiſh frontiers, and committed too many ho- 
ſtilities upon the Grand — — 8 territories, 
to venture at any further exceſſes, which might 
draw upon them fatal conſequences, if the Turks 
ſhould be incenfed and take the field to cut off 
their retreat, for which reaſon they ſpeedily re- 
turned to the Boriſtbenes. 
It was not then ſufficient that theſe poor un- 
happy men had already ſuffered the moſt hor- 
nble miſeries and fatigues in paſſing the deſart, 
but they were forced to croſs it yet a ſecond time 
as ſlaves, and in a condition much more ſorrow- | 
ful and deplorable. There were very few of | 
them who arrived at the Muſtovite army; 
for the Coffacks informed us that they had 
found a great many of them in the defart, who | 
were overcome by hunger, miſery and Ws

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| ſelves, were very much comforted when they 1709. 
ſaw the King in ſafety, notwithſtanding the 


uncertainty of their fate, being in a foreign 
country, and at the diſcretion of a people of 
whom the Europeans commonly form very 
falſe ideas. They nevertheleſs greatly regretted 
the loſs of their faithful companions, and alſo 
of their baggage, and all they had brought 
with them from the Boriſtbenes as far as the 
Bog; which the enemy there ſeized and carried 
off, The greateſt part complained more particu- 
larly of the loſs of their horſes, of which very 
few had ed the river; ſo that even ſeveral 
perſons of diſtinction were under a neceſſity of 
travelling on foot. | 

As ſoon as the Baſhaw had begun to change 
his conduct towards us, he ordered proviſion 
and other things neceſſary to be tranſported to 
bur camp. The Turkiſþ merchants came thi- 
ther in crouds, and brought us all ſorts of com- 
modities 3 and ae others, horſes and 
waggons, which they ſold very dear to thoſe 
who were able to pay for them, which how- 
ever comforted our men who were terribly 
fatigued and dejected. The King only, not- 
withſtanding his wound and the ſorrowful ſpec- 
tacle he had juſt ſeen of his men dragged 
into ſlavery almoſt before his eyes, preſerved 
his uſual grandeur of mind and a tranquillity 
quite uncommon and worthy of a hero. 
Me then began to hope, that inſtead of the 
deſart through which we had paſſed; we ſhould 
have the good fortune to meet in our rout 
towns and villages ; but, we greatly deceived 
ourſelyes in this reſpect, we had not yet croſſed 
All this vaſt deſart which till continued, ſo that 
in the day we were expoſed to an extraordinary

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1709, heat without being able to find the leaſtſhade, and 
GW — inthe night we had only the ground for matreſſes 


and quilts, and the ſky to cover us, But as we at 
leaſt found ourſelves in ſafety, in regard to the 
enemy who could no longer purſue us, all 


thoſe who were able to be at any expence, 


bought ſmall Turtiſb waggons, made in the 
manner of the country, namely, of the length 
of a man, very narrow and without any iron, 
and ſo light that one horſe is able to draw them, 
they have four wheels and a board at the top, 
of the depth of a ſpan and a half, which is co- 
vered with felt; we accommodated ourſelves 
with theſe carriages the beſt we could, and con- 
tinued our march but ſlowly. In the day theſe 
carriages ſerved us for ſhelter in the places where 
we encamped, in the night we uſed them inſtead 
of beds; when it rained, they were our tiles; 
they at the ſame time held our little proviſion, 
and into them we could retire and ſhelter our 
ſelves as Diogenes did formerly in his tub. 

It then appeared to us, that the country itſelf 
obliged the inhabitants to live there in the man- 
ner of the ancient Sqibians; for although this 
famous people have for a long time ceaſed 
making any figure in the world, their manner 
of living is yet ſo much practiſed in all this 
country, that they ſtill continue the ſame 
rambling and vagabond life, without either 
fire or fixed habitation, continually decamping 
from one place to another, without building 
either towns or villages. | 
It was a Fer equally melancholly and ridi- 
culous, to ſee us in the morning come out from 
under the felts of theſe waggons; nor was the 
manner in Which we drove them all day leſs ri- 

| | 5 diculous. 
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diculous. We nevertheleſs travelled more conve- 1509. 
niently in them through the defart, than we did 
formerly on horſeback :' the fatigue of which be- 
came at laſt quite inſupportable. As ſoon as we 
were provided with neceſſaries to continue our 
journey, we began the march; becauſe the place 
where we then were failed in god paſture and 
freſh water. We then drew directly towards 
Oczakow, ſtill croſſing a great plain which 
bounded our fight, When we ſaw his Ma- 
jeſty take this rout, we were in hopes he would 
fix his camp near this town, where we might 
refreſh and repoſe our ſelyes at our eaſe 3 but 
this was neither the intention of his Majeſty, 
nor of the 'Baſhaw : ſo that we turned ſuddenly 
on the right of  Oczakow, marching * 
race and uninhabited fields, and en- 
three leagues from this town. ' 
2 — this town was of great uſe to us; 
for the Baſhaw gave ſome Swedes who were to 
buy the King's proviſions the neceſſary” paſſ- 
ports, with free _ ve to enter there, Several 
made uſe of this opportunity to buy a thouſand 
little things in the town, which they wanted the 
more as the diſtempers cauſed by the miſeries 
we had ſuffered, began to ſpread amongſt us 5 
and eſpecially the e which wif few, 
except the King, eſca 
This diſtem _— immedately ſeized us Wer 
our arrival at the Bog, and as ſoon as we be- 
gan to eat what the Tyrks brought us thither; 
their heady wine, the figs, arid all thofe candied 
fruits, could not agree with that quantity of 
vater with which we had loaded oui ſtomachs 
going through the defart in the r heat, 
o which we had been expoſed- . 
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To the moſt high, af powerful, moſt gloriw 
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We ſtayed in the firſt camp on this ſide of 


che Bog, the twenty-firſt and twenty-ſecond of 


Fuly. His Majeſty employed- all that time in_ 


- conſulting on the preſent ſituation of affairs; 


he was reſolved to ſend ſomebody to Conſtar- 
tinople. For this purpoſe he ſpoke to ſeveral 
perſons, but they refuſed being charged with 
this commiſſion, under pretence that they nei- 
ther knew the ſtate of affairs, nor the cuſtoms 
nor manners of the country. His Majeſty then 
ſent for Mr. Neugebaver, a native of Danizich, 
and who having retired out of the Muſeovit 
ſervice, had for ſome time followed the army 
in quality of a voluntier, with a convenient pen- 
ſion. His Majeſty ſpoke to him of it himſelf, 


and Mr. Neugebaver conſulting only his zeal 


for his Majeſty's ſervice, immediately accepted 
the employment. They without delay dil 
patched his credential letters, and the following

King Auguſtus to renounce the Crown of Po-

« ſublime Port; after we had chaſed the Czar, 
« his Ally and Colleague in perfidy, from Po- 
« land, which he had ſet in a flame, and purſued 
“ him as far as the town of Pultowa, to give 
« him laws and break his pernicious deſigns; 
« heaven has permitted our army, diminiſh*d 
« and fatigu'd by rough marches, and wanting 
the moſt neceſſary things for ſubſiſtence, be- 
ing ſuddenly overwhelm'd by a multitude 
three times more numerous and provided 
« with all we wanted, in the end to loſe the 
« battle. 

Not being in a condition, nor near enough 
« our provinces to raiſe a new army, and be- 
« ing willing to eſcape falling into the hands of 
4 a barbarous enemy, we are come to ſeek in

condition of returning ſafely into Poland and 


* our Provinces, under the guard of a body of

* procured, we will yet once more carry our

Mr. Neugebaver being furniſhed with his in- 
ſtructions, began his journey; but before his ar- 
rival at Conſtantinople, the Turkiſh Emperor had 
already been informed of all that had paſſed, by 
an Aga, who having three weeks before eſcorted 
Secretary K/inkoſtrom and Mr. Sandul, as above 
mentioned, to the army before Pultowa, had 
been eye-witneſs of the bloody battle which 
was fought there, and as ſoon as we had paſſed 
the Bog went on before to inform the Grand 
Seignor of what had happened; and alſo to 
give him intelligence of the King of Sweden's 
approach, to put himſelf under his protection. 

The next day, being the twenty-third of 
July, there arrived at the camp a Turkiſh offi- 
cer, who was ſent by the Seraſkier of Bender, 
with letters full of politeneſs and civility for 
the King : in which this Governour greatly 
condoled the loſſes his Majeſty had ſuffered, 
offering at the ſame time to do him all the ſer- 
vice in his power; and ſending the King a 
tent which came very ſeaſonably, and which was 
immediately ſet up for his Majeſty. 

The Turk made but a very ſhort ſtay, and 
after he had received a handſome preſent 
from his Majeſty, he returned very well ſatiſ- 
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wx our march on the ſide of Oczakow, and we en- 


camped as uſual in open field, without being 
able to diſcover on _ part either villages, 
houſes or cottages. 

All this country was but one dreadful deſart, 
known formerly by the name of Solitudo Ge- 
tarum, the Deſart of the Gete : it is at reſent 
included under the general name of Tartary- 
Akerman, and it extends itſelf from the North- 
weſt of Iſhmael. as far as Oczakow. There 
was not to be found the leaft hut, but only 
ſome horſes which were guarded by the Tartars, 
who live to this day without following any 
other law than the inſtinct of pure nature; as 
did formerly the ancient vagabonds, which were 
collected or come out from among the Daci, 
the Getz, and the Scythians, who ee eee 
the little Scytbia, the Taurica Cherſoneſus, and 

the banks of the Palus Maæotis o. They form 
hordes, a ſort of portable village, with their 
covered waggons, and ſome tents called Obas, 
which ſerve for a retreat or habitation for their 
wives and children, Finally, they live upon 
horſe-fleſh and other cattel, cheeſe, milk, and 
particularly 'mare's milk; and whilſt one 
make frequent inroads upon the neighbouring 
nations with freſh horſes, the other Part feed 
thoſe who want reſt, to refreſh them; chuſing 
for that uſe the beſt fields, and the fineſt mea- 
dows, where their Keddis or Hordes remain as 
long as their graſs laſts. 

It was with. Ker eat difficulty we went through 
this deſart, which is about twenty leagues from 
Oczakow, as far as the Nieſter; and if the 2 
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and intereſted Muſſulmen had not had the good- 1709. 
neſs to follow us with all forts of proviſion, .= 
and to ſet up a ſort of market on the road, 
which we paſſed through, where we might be 
provided with every thing neceſſary, and even 

buy horſes, we ſhould never have been able 

to have ſupported the fatigue of this jour- 


ne 


The milk which the Turks brought us was 

not good, becauſe of the bitter taſte which is 
cauſed by the great quantity of wormwood 
which grows in this deſart; ſo that we liked 
better to buy water, altho? it was hot and diſ- 
agreeable, by being brought a great way in the 
manner of the country. This water however 
was ſo dear, that very often one good draught 
came to two gros, or more. They alſo fold 
us wine, but as it was extreamly ſtrong, it did 
not go off well, becauſe it cauſed an exceſſive 
heat; beſides, it could not at all quench our 
thirſt. They brought us ſeveral other things; 
amongſt others, excellent filberts, which were 
not inferiour either in goodneſs or ſize to thoſe 
in Italy. All this enliven'd the march, eſpe- 
_ in the places where we encamped; be- 
cauſe a great number of merchants and victual- 
lers always aſſembled there. 

When the King arrived at the diſtance of a 
league from the town, he gave orders for us 
to encamp and ſtay there that night, and the 
next day, being the twenty, fourth of Juby. 
In this place we obſerved in his Majeſty, 
what no one had ever remark'd before, 
outward marks of a deep melancholy. The 
news he had juſt received of the death of 
Madam Royal his Siſter, the Ducheſs of Hol- 
ſein-Gottorp, was the cauſe of this chan Nr 
* 1 | r. 
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1709. Mr. Klinkoſtrom had brought a letter from the 
- Queen-Dowager, to inform him of this diſmal} 
7 news; but as he arrived before Pultowa ſome 
few days after the King was wounded, Count 
Piper thinking it improper, in a ſituation ſo 
dangerous for the King's health, to diſcover to 
him his ſiſter's death; ſtrictly forbad Klinko- 
ſtrom to acquaint him with it, hoping to find 
a more favourable time to tell him of the 
Death of a Princeſs, whom he had always 
tenderly loved. Fhe + loſs of the battle of 
Pultows, followed with great diſorders occa- 
ſioned by our retreat through the deſart, was 
the reaſon his Majeſty was not yet acquainted 
with this news; and they reſolved to ſtay till 
we had paſſed the Bog, and then to com- 
municate it to him; which, for ſeveral rea- 
ſons, could now be concealed from him no 

longer. ES i 
Mr. Miillern, Counſellor of the Chancery, 
was charged with this commiſſion. He en- 
deavoured as much as poſſible to ſoften the 
bitterneſs of this news, which could not but be 
a great trouble to him. The King, notwith- 
ſtanding all his heroiſm and greatneſs of mind, 
was quite overcome, at hearing of the death of 
a ſiſter who was ſo dear to him. Hitherto all 
the loſſes he had ſuffered, had not been capable 
of moving his conſtancy. He had always ap- 
5 peared indifferent, and with a ſerene and tran- 
5 gquil countenance in the midſt of all his late 
5 misfortunes; but this laſt blow quite caſt him 
© down, and altho* before, notwithſtanding the 
| pain of his wound, thoſe who were familiar 
with him had never heard him fetch the leaſt 
ſigh, he appeared ſo much oppreſſed 2 
IS | ſiſter's 
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ſiſter's death, that he retired into his tent, and 1509. 
would neither ſee or ſpeak to any body. — 

As this Prince from his youth had hardenꝰd 
himſelf by fatigue and continual warlike exer- 
ciſes, it was generally thought, that he was in 
a manner inſenſible of all that is called tender- 
neſs, and that the moſt fatal events were not 
capable of moving his conſtancy and firmneſs; 
or elſe, which is more probable, that he was 
ſubject to theſe affections, but that he had ſo 
well conquered and brought them under, that 
he never let them appear outwardly, and that 
he always kept them deeply concealed in his 

mind. Nevertheleſs, we ſaw with aſtoniſhment, - 
on this occaſion, what an effect the tenderneſs 
for a ſiſter ſo much beloved could have on a 
heart otherwiſe the moſt firm and magnani- 
mous, that perhaps was ever known. In a 
word, this death even coſt him teat$, the only 
ones he had ever ſhed in all his reign®. | 
| Nevertheleſs this Prince, after he had given 
ſome time to the firſt ſentiments of grief, which 
nature inſpired him with, ſoon recovered that 
greatneſs of mind, which he had always ſhewn 
on all other occaſions ; and ſubmitted Rimſelf, 
with reſpect to the irrevocable decrees of God. 
He did not delay returning an anſwer to Stock- 
holm. At the ſame time he gave ſeveral officers 
and ſoldiers, who were either wounded or ——

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1709. leave to g0 to Ocza tom, to be cured there; and 
y— to ſtay till ſuch time as they were able to come 


to his Majeſty at Bender. 

It is very probable the King would have pre- 
ferred Oczakow to Bender, if the Baſhaw had be- 
haved with more civility to him; but this reaſon 
and ſome others at laſt determined his Majeſty 
to quit the neighbourhood of Oczakow : it was 
really very inconvenient, that the diſpatches 
which were ſent to Conſtantinople, were always 
forced to go through the deſart, unleſs they 
ſent them by ſea.” | 

We decamped the twenty- fifth of Juh, after 
having ſtayed a day and two nights in the 
neighbourhood of Oczakow ; and. encamped 
two leagues from thence in the deſart. In this 
rout, we were obliged for ſeveral days to de- 
fend our ſelves againſt the continual attacks of 
a new enemy. A terrible number of locuſts 

erally aroſe every day before noon from the 
3 firſt in a ſmall number, but after- 
wards like clouds, which obſcured the air, and 
made it ſo dark and thick, that the fun 
appeared in all this vaſt plain to be entirely 
eclipſed. | | 

Theſe inſects did not fly near the earth, 
but almoſt of the fame height as ſwallows, 
till they have found a field to pitch on. We 
often met with theſe inſects in our way, and 
riſing they made a noiſe like that of a tempeſt ; 
they afterwards fell upon us like a ſtorm, 
pitching on the ſame plain where we were, and 
without any fear of being trod under feet by 
our horſes ; when they aroſe from the ground 
they covered us all over in ſuch a manner, that 
we could not ſee before ys till we had ped 
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the place where they were. In all places where 1709. 
theſe locuſts pitch*'d, they made a terrible. 
havock, eating the graſs by the roots ; ſo that 
inſtead of that fine verdure, with which the 
country was before covered, there was nothing 
now to be ſeen but dry and ſandy ground. It 
could not be believed that ſo ſmall an animal 
could paſs the ſea, if experience had not ſo 
often convinced theſe poor people of it: for 
after having paſſed a ſmall. arm of the Euxin 
ſea, coming from the iſlands and neighbouring 
countries, theſe inſects croſſed great provinces, 
where they deſtroyed every thing they met as 
far as to eat the very doors of the houſes. 

The next day being the twenty-ſixth of Jui, 
we continued our march ſtill through the ſame 
deſart, or the Tartary of Akerman; and we 
encamped four leagues from the place which 
we had left the night before. After we had 
ſtayed: there that night, we went the next day 
five leagues, paſſing near the lake Teligon, and 
encamped upon the borders of the Euxin ſea, 
which we coaſted along all this day. The 
water is extreamly clear, and eſpecially near the 
ſhore ; ſo that it is falſely called the Black Sea, 
a name which was formerly given it to diſtin- 
guiſh it from the bite and Red Seas, as there 
are the White, Red and Black Rufſfia, In the 
evening, as the King came to the ſpot where 

we were to encamp, there arrived an Envoy 
from the Han of Tartary, who demanded an 
audience of him. He immediately obtained it, 
and after he had given his Majeſty a letter from 
his maſter, he made him a preſent of a ſmall 
Tartarian waggon, which was drawn by four 
horſes, and in which there was a tent, The 


King 


— — 
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King immediately anſwered the Han's letter; 
and the Envoy having received a ſuitable pre- 
ſent, departed to the Crim. - 

The twenty- eighth of July we continued our 
march by the ſide of the Black Sea. The heat 
was exceſſive, and the water beginning to fail, 
we ſuffered a great deal. We went four leagues 
that day. The twenty-ninth and the day 
following, having quitted the ſea and marched 
ſeven or eight leagues from it, we came to a 
wretched Tartarian village, having not ſeen 
a ſingle houſe in twenty days march from 
the Boriſtbenes. Nevertheleſs, the King for- 
bad us lodging there, that we might not in- 
commode the inhabitants; and we only took 
what they offered themſelves, which was im- 
mediately paid for with ready money. This 
village, the thatched houſes of which rather 
reſembled caves under ground than houſes, 
and the people appearing to us extreamly 
miſerable, was the moſt piteous ſight in the 
world. The thirty-firſt we went ſix leagues, 
marching along the ſide of the Niefter ; and 
after we had paſſed the little river of Kurtabun, 
we at laſt encamped the next day a league 

His Majefty here heard the 'news, that the 
-Czar had ſent to Conſtantinople, to demand the- 
delivery of Mazeppa ; but that the Grand Seig- 
nor had generouſly refugd it him, which gave this 
Prince great pleaſure. We ſtayed two days in this 
camp, where,contrary to our expectation, arrived 
ſome Swedes, who at the time that the Ruſſians 
had ſurprized the others on the Bog, concealed 
themſelves among ſome reeds, and had found 
means, after the enemy's departure, to paſs the 
3 rnvery, 
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nver, by the aſſiſtance of the - Turkiſh | barks, 1709. 
and afterwards to overtake us. | | Gy 

At our arrival near Bender, we found the Se- 
raſkier had already made all the meceſſary pre- 
parations for the King's reception; and as ſoon 
as he knew that his Majeſty was on his way to- 
wards that town, he, with ſome horſe, came 
out to meet him half way. After he had made 
a polite compliment to the King, he told him, 
that he had ſet up a camp by the Grand Seig- 
nor's orders near Bender, on the other - ſide of 
the river, for his Majeſty and all his men, 
where he would find all that he had thought 
could be neceſſary for him; and that he deſired 
him to receive graciouſly the pains he had ta- 
ken on this account. The King anſwered this 
compliment in a very obliging manner. Then 
this Seraſkier and his horſe having ſurrounded 
the King's coach, we began again the march, 
continuing to coaſt along the Nzefter. At our 
arriyal before Bender, from which the river ſe- 
parated us, they fired all the cannon there round 
the fortreſs, at ſeveral different times. When 
the King entered the camp, he found there 
a magnificent tent, which was pitched, for his 
Majeſty. Before this tent were ranged, on 
both ſides, two companies of Janiſaries, who 
ſounded their warlike muſick to do honour 
to his Majeſty. After the King had entered 
the tent, and given thanks to the Seraſkier, the 
latter returned to the town with his retinue; 
but he left the companies of the Janiſaries, 
with an Aga, for the King's guard. This 
Seraſkier took care before his departure, that 
the principal officers and all the Court were 
well lodged in fine tents, which had been 

in 17 pPitched 
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1709. pitched for them, and where they had every 


thing convenient; that of his Majeſty particu- 


larly, being of a grandeur and magnificence 
worthy a King.
